Smith 
has taught many people a salutary lesson already well 
known to the older generations of politicians, that 
candor will not do in dealing with the “normalcy”, that 
pussy footing is the best policy. 5 

We must confess to having been deceived by the fact 
that almost everyone in the United States who might 
lay claim to intellectual leadership favored the election 
of Al. Smith to the Presidency. A Canadian who this 
autumn tour of all the leading American uni- 
versities found them practically unanimous for Smith. 
But a little quiet reflection should have convinced any- 
one that with the “normalcy” such elements count less 
than ever in a republic that has reached the colossal 
population ot at least 120,000,000. Anyone who con- 
siders the fact that immeasurably the most popular and 
financially successtul in the United States is 
Oxtord county beauty, Aimee Semple Mac- 
Pherson: anyone who scans the syndicate features of 
the most widely circulated newspapers (a sure barom- 
eter of the intellectual powers of the "normalcy") must 
realize how utterly impossible it was for a candidate so 
outspoken and free from cant as Al. Smith to get elected 
outside his own bailiwick.

tions accorded to Al. Smith in cities supposedly hostile 
to the Democratic party. But our own experience in 
Canada shows that such “receptions?” mean nothing but 
a form of publicity which seldom ‘‘sells’’ the article to 
the public. It was a subject of ironical jest with the late 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier that of all the cities in Canada, 
Toronto always gave him the most enthusiastic recep- 
tions and never elected his candidates. There is no 
doubt that Mr. Smith was handicapped by the fact that, 
phenomenal as his career has been, he is purely a New 
York product, and New York is regarded with hostility 
as the headquarters of Satan in thousands of other 
centres from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Roosevelt was 
a New Yorker but the fact that he had also been a 
cow-puncher in the West was kept carefully in the fore- 
ground in his campaigns. One of the finest gentlemen 
who ever occupied the White House was Chester A. 
Arthur, who succeeded to the Presidency after the ass- 
assination of Gen. Gartield, but the fact that he was a 
New Yorker prevented his name being considered as a 
candidate for a second term. 

As for Mr. Hoover he is a man who will personally 
adorn the office of President better than any man who 
has filled it since Woodrow Wilson. While, supposedly on 
the advice of his counsellors, he chose to speak for the 
most part in nebulous and oracular platitudes, there is 
no doubt of his great practical abilities and honesty of 
character; and no other man who has filled the office 
of President has had so wide an international experience, 
or so well regarded in other countries. 

In the two points on which Mr. Hoover was most 
definite in his pre-election utterances Canada is deeply 
interested. He has promised two measures of 'agricul- 
tural relief’. One is more extreme policy of exclusion 
directly aimed at Canadian agricultural products. It is 
possible that these measures will go as far as the steps 
taken against the West Indies in the matter of citrus 
fruits which make it as illegal to bring a Jamaican 
orange into the United States as to import a bottle of 
Jamaica rum. Mr. Hoover's other panacea is the con- 
struction of a deeper St. Lawrence Ship Canal with 
co-operation and assistance to facilitate the 
U.S. agricultural products to the markets of 
Europe at lower rates. That is to say the Canadian 
farmer while excluded from the markets of the United 
States is to be asked to give his assent to Canada’s build- 
ing up United States rivalry in Europe. As has been 
said in the past Mr. Hoover cannot obtain Canada’s con- 
sent to an enlarged St. Lawrence canal, which for 
the present at least would be of little or no benefit to the 
greater number of her provinces without granting tariff 
concessions that will place matters on a more equitable 
basis. So far as Canada is concerned the Hoover regime 
is certain to be much more interesting than those of 
Harding and Coolidge.

Trade With adian National Steamships between 


West Indies St- Jobn, Halifax and the West 


Indies was the address delivered re 
cently to the Canadian Club of Toronto by Mr 
Giil Gardner, of Brockville. He is industrial 
leaders of Eastern Ontario and a member of the Board 
of Canadian National Railways. Before his appointment 
to that Board Mr had taken an interest 
in fuller trade with the West Indies; and the 
facts he was able to present as a business man surprised 
many of his hearers. His eyes were opened six years 
ago while taking a holiday in Jamaica had 
seen a United States merchant ship loaded by 
blacks with thousands of bunches of and 
learned that this cargo was being New 
Orleans where it was to be consigned entire and travel by 
United States Canada. At time 
he discovered many openings for Canadian goods in the 
West Indies.

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present treaty. The opening of the new line of specially 
constructed steamships is in conformity with Canada’s 
pledges in connection with that treaty and in his speech 
Mr. Gardner revealed much optimism as to the sub- 
stantial benefits to both sections of the Empire in North 
America that will ensue. 

The bargain with the West Indies is the happiest 
which could be conceived, for the Islands of the Carib- 
bean are in no respect Canada’s trade competitors. They 
produce in abundance commodities which Canada needs 
and which form a part of the budget of every household. 
On the other hand Canada is a producer of many com- 
modities both agricultural and industrial, which the 
West Indies need. Already Canada’s trade with the 
West Indies has risen by leaps and bounds despite in- 
adequate steamship services. In 1898 it amounted to 
but $2,500,000. Twenty years later, with the war in 
progress and values high, it had risen to $27,500,000. 
At the close of our fiscal year of 1928 it stood at $45,- 
000,000. It will certainly reach $50,000,000 and prob- 
ably a higher total by next summer. In 1926 when the 
present treaty came into force it stood at $33,000,000, 
and Mr. Gardner holds that the single word “Sentiment” 
explains the jump of $12,000,000 in the intervening 
period. 

The people of the West Indies long to do business 
directly with Canada because they have suffered sorely 
at the hands of the United States. Producing finer citrus 
fruits than either Florida or California they find these 
products absolutely excluded from the United States 
market by direct prohibition such as is applied to opium. 
The United Fruit Company's practical monopoly of 
transportation has hitherto forced the banana grower 
to accept such prices as this colossal octopus h s been 
willing to pay. In view of the fact that Jamaica alone 
produces one third of all the bananas consumed in the 
world this is a matter of stupendous importance. 
Attempts to break this monopoly by negotiations with 
private shipping companies and subsidies have failed 
because the United Fruit Company has bought out these 
companies and grabbed the subsidies. Consequently only 
an institution so powerful as the Government of Canada 
could be trusted to break this monopoly as it is doing in 
constructing and opening the new line of Canadian 
National steamships. Comprehensive plans have been 
completed to handle the greater part of Canada’s import 
trade in bananas which runs into millions annually; and 
in the course of time there will be a large importation 
of oranges, lemons and grapefruit Of oranges alone 
Canada last year purchased 2,131,000 boxes valued at 
$10,519,000 and of these only 2,000 boxes worth approx- 
imately $10,500 came from the West Indies. The bal- 
ance came from California and Florida. his situation 
will in a few years be materially altered, as will that 
in connection with coffee and sugar. On the other hand 
the figures which Mr. Gardner gave show thet Canada’s 
'pportunities for trade expansion in the Islands in dairy 
produets, cured fish, boots and shoes, lard and substi- 
tutes, meats, cement, lumber and flour to mention but a

year. The reason for the postponement is as follows: The 
Montreal city charter lays it down that before such a 
referendum can take place, all plans and specifications in 


connection with the subject matter of the same, must be 


prepared, and the actual costs calculated Now, as the 
public works in the city are given out by contract, and 
the contracts are given out as a sequel to the submission 
of tenders, it is difficult to comply with the requirement 


of the charter unless tenders are called for before the 
money is raised For a situation of considerable embar- 
rassment, both for the city and the contractors, would 
arise if the public works to be voted on by the referendum 
should not be sanctioned by the electors 

It is considered likely that a change will have to be 
made in the wording of the city charter, in order to meet 
this difficulty, by providing that the requisite calculations 
shall be estimates and not actual costs. Meanwhile the 
public works which are being held up, pending the sub- 
mission of the referendum include the Wellington sub- 
way under the Lachine Canal, several fire and police sta- 
tions, the incinerators, the fire alarm system and a num- 
ber of vehicular subways Some, at least, of these are 
urgently necessary and their postponement is highly re- 
grettable.

i Gift of the Girls of 1812 
Flags of Old York Militia Return to the Place of 
T heir Consecration 
By ADELAIDE N. PLUMPTREE 


TOT all history is written with the pen; at times, the 

needle has played its part in illuminating the past; as 
in the famous Bayeux tapestry, worked by the women of 
Normandy to record the triumphant landing of their army 
in England.

Although inspired rather by gratitude and “patriotic 
fervour” than by any thought of making historv, “the 
young ladies of York”, who embroidered a banner to com- 
memorate the gallantry of the Third York Militia Regi- 
ment at Detroit in 1812, were writing history in silk. 


Next Sunday, November 18, as a part of the celebra- 
tion of the Seventy-fifth Anniversary of worship in the 
present building, this banner, consecrated in the older 
church of St. James, one hundred and sixteen years ago, 
by Dr. Strachan (afterwards Bishop of Toronto), will re- 
turn to its first home; and will hang there, not only as a 
symbol of the loyalty of the young ladies who wrought it, 
but also as an historic document of the first importance 
concerning the War of 1812. 





RESTORED BANNER OF YORK MILITIA 


Worked in 1812 as a gift to the regiment by the “Young 
Ladies of York” (now Toronto). 


At the end of the year 1812, and in the earlier months 
of 1813, the town of York (or Toronto, as we now call it) 
was threatened with attack both by land and sea. General 
Brock was defending the Canadian frontier with but a 
scanty and ill-armed force; his chief reliance was upon the 
loyal support of the whole people, and he welcomed the 
"fervour of patriotism" which inspired the young ladies 
to undertake so ambitious a project as the designing and 
embroidering of a banner, five feet by eight feet, for the 
Militia regiment charged with the defence of York. 

The “Young ladies of York" met in the McGill-McCut- 
cheon home, which stood on ‘high ground rising above a 
shallow ravine”, with the forest behind it, anda fine view 
of the Bay from its south windows. McGill Street prob- 
ably marks the northerly boundary of its grounds. Mary 
Warren Baldwin, a girl of twenty years, made the design, 
which was carried out in silk thread upon a silken ground. 
Two statements as to the colour of the ground are made: 
“Crimson or gold colour, probably the former;" says Miss 
Agnes FitzGibbon: “a large white silk flag,” 
tion given in a letter by Mr. Allan Cassels; the flag is now 
so faded that we cannot decide its original shade; but it is 


is the descrip 


still possible to detect its design, which is thus described 
by Miss FitzGibbon in a Paper given to the Women’s 
Historical Society in 1896. 

The colour of the silk is now yellow, and tinder-tinted 
by age; the design embroidered in its centre is the 
Crown Royal of England, supported by the letters “G” and 
“R” (Georgius Rex). Beneath the Crown is a wreath of 
laurel leaves, the green shades still discernible, and the 
fine stitching in perfect condition. Below this again, also 
intact, the lettering, “3rd Regiment York Militia,” tells for 
whom the banner was intended, and on a ribbon-like scroll, 
also embroidered, the words “Deeds Speak”...... In the 
right hand (top) corner of the banner are the Royal Arms, 


and in the left the arms of Canada—not the arms of today 
....but those of Old England....bearing the cornucopia 
or horn of plenty, the anchor and the sheaf of arrows. 
When completed, the flag was edged with a gold-coloured 
silk fringe, much of which still remains. 


As the young ladies plyed their busy needles, they re- 
ceived many distinguished visitors. General Brock himself 
praised their unfinished work; before it was completed, he 
had found a soldier’s grave. Mr. Stephen Jarvis, and 
young Mr. McLean, the lawyer, and Dr. Strachan, the rec- 
tor of St. James’, sat in the background, while Mr. John 
Beverley Robinson read aloud, from the ‘Gentleman’s Mag- 
azine’, of January 1812, a long poem entitled ‘The Battle of 
Talavera’, and other patriotic pieces. 


T last, the long task was over, and the banner, gorgeous 


in the crimson and gold of its embroideries, was ready 
for presentation. 


Sir Roger Hale Sheaffe appointed a day for the cere- 
mony. We know that it was ‘Tuesday, the 23rd inst,’ but 
neither month nor year is recorded; probably, it was 
Tuesday, the 23rd of February or March, 1813. 


The Third Regiment under Major Allan, was drawn up 
outside St. James’ at one o’clock, and Dr. Strachan read 
the Evening Service, and preached on the text, “Give 
thanks unto the Lord and call upon His Name.” Then, 
‘resuming the surplice’ (after preaching in the gown) he 
called upon the young ladies to approach with tne em- 
broidered banner and the regimental colours, which he 
consecrated with ‘impressive praye1’. 

The colours and banner, supported by Lieutenants 
Samuel Jarvis and George Ridout, were presented to Major 
Allan by the daughter of Hon. Mr. Justice Powell, “as a 
kind remembrancer of the unlimited confidence which they 
(the young ladies of York) place in the efficiency of your 
protection.” 


Major Allan committed the flags to Ensigns Charles 
Denison and Edward Thompson, who, “escorted by the 
Grenadier Company, the band playing ‘The British Gren- 
adiers'," deposited them in the Major's quarters. 


UT on April 27, 1813, York was taken by the Americans. 

The look-out man, stationed on Scarboro’ Heights gave 
warning of the approach of the American fleet. Dr. 
Strachan, himself, carried the news to the McGill house, 
which, being less exposed than the houses nearer the Bay, 
was used as a refuge for the women and children. At 
Chief Justice Powell's home, preparations for a ball were 
proceeding; but American invaders subsequently enjoyed 
the refreshments. From one of its upper windows, some of 
‘the young ladies’ saw the Union Jack hauled down and 
the Stars and Stripes run up in its place. 


Suddenly, young Mr. McLean rushed in. Round his 
body, for concealment, was wrapped the embroidered ban- 
ner, for the Third Regiment had surrendered to the enemy! 
With flashing eye and biting sarcasm, Miss Powell taunted 
him for looking to the young ladies for the protection of 
the flag which they had confined to the care of the Regi- 
ment. Mr. McLean was on the point of rushing out to cer- 
tain death at the hands of the enemy, when Dr. Strachan 
succeeded in convincing Miss Powell that young McLean 
had rescued the banner but had taken no part in the sur- 
render. Mr. McLean fled on a horse provided by Dr. 
Strachan and lived to be Chief Justice, in quieter times. 

His daughter relates that Mr. McLean himself, hearing 
that the enemy was coming, ran out with the banner and 
buried it “in the forest” behind the McGill house; but Miss 
McNab of Hamilton says that they “buried the banner under

à tree in the orchard behind the house, first wrapping it 
in an old piece of canvas", 

It is not wonderful that the colours are faded and the 
silk frayed! 

After the evacuation of York by the Americans, the 
banner was restored to the regiment and garried at 
Stoney Creek and Lundy’s Lane and most of the other 
engagements along the frontier. 

But with the coming of peace the regiment ceased to be 
active, and the colours and the banner disappeared. 

After long search, they were found by Hon. George W. 
Allan and Mr. Henry Duggan in an attic in the Normal 
School. Mrs. W. Allan took the tattered embroidery and 
laid it between two breadths of white net; stitching ‘with 
clever ingenuity and deft fingers’, the fragments to the 
net, and sewing the golden fringe round the edge. 

In this state, the banner, together with the silk Union 
Jack (much of which was shot away) was presented to 
St. James’ Cathedral by Mr. Allan and hung in the chancel, 
where they remained until the Cathedral was re-decorated 
in 1914. The flags were then so dilapidated that they were 
not replaced; but, in 1927, two ladies of the church, offered 
to have them cleaned and repaired. After much inquiry, 
it was decided to entrust them to The Royal School of 
Needlework in London where similar work for the banners 
and flags, hanging in English cathedrals and chapels, was 
carried out. 

The flags travelled in a style which pefitted thei: im- 
portance. Protected by an Order-in-Council of the Domin- 
ion Cabinet, they passed through the customs without 
examination or duty. The Canadian Pacific Railway ar- 
ranged for a special messenger to meet the ship in London 
and take the flags to the Royal School, where they were 
skilfully cleaned and encased in grey silk net. And now, 
mounted on ‘handworked’ maple poles, the flags are com- 
ing home to St. James’, to hang beside the clock in the 
south organ gallery—a perpetual reminder of the historic 
past of*the city in which St. James’ has played so great 
a part. 

The rich colours have faded; the silk is frayed; the 
golden fringe is torn; but still “Deeds speak”. On the 
Honour Rolls of Armistice Day are blazoned the names of 
“gallant sons of gallant sires’ who answered when their 
country called; the century has changed but not the 
spirit! And the needles, which clicked in the socks for 
the men of the Third (Toronto) Battalion in 1914, were 
animated by the same ‘patriotic fervour’ as the needles 
which traced the delicate embroideries in the deft fingers 
of ‘the young ladies of York’ for the Third Regiment of 
Militia in 1812. j 
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Quarry Becomes Floral Paradise 


"Y^REEMAN of the City of Victoria” is a distinguished 

title which only two men can claim. His Excellency 
the Governor-General, Viscount Willingdon, is the first on 
whom this honor was conferred, the ceremony taking place 
during his visit to British Columbia in the fall of 1927. 
The other is Robert Pim Butchart, millionaire, philanthro- 
pist, and public-spirited citizen. 

The ancient ceremony of creating a Freeman of the 
City had its origin in Great Britain, and the rites followed 
in Victoria are modelled on those of the old country. 
Special legislative powers had to be secured for the bene- 
fit of Lord Willingdon and such others as may be honored 
in after years, but it is the intention to limit the number 
so that the distinction may be one of the most highly- 
prized in Canada. 

The elevation of the governor-general to the rank of 
Freeman was somewhat formal and hedged in with digni- 
ties, but it was otherwise with Mr. Butchart. An ovation 
such as few have ever seen for the genuineness of 1'; 
warmth was tendered the recipient and Mrs. Butchart 
when they attended at the City Hall to receive the offlcial 
tribute of the elected representatives of 60,000 people. AI! 
the municipalities of Southern Vancouver Island asso- 
ciated themselves with Victoria on this auspicious occasion. 

After Mr. Butchart had inscribed his name as Freeman 
on the parchment roll kept for that purpose. Mrs. But- 
chart was presented with a massive silver tea tray, this 
being a companion gift to the beautifully engraved silver 
coffer with its golden key presented to her husband. 

The honor paid Mr. and Mrs. Butchart was in recog- 
nition of their public-spiritedness in opening their won- 
derful gardens at Benvenuto to thousands of visitors from 
all parts of the world, these being rightly considered the 
“show place” of Vancouver Island. It is estimated that 
well over a million persons have roamed through the 
twenty-five acres of trim lawns, flower parterres, and 
hanging gardens in the past twelve years, for no con- 
vention in Victoria is complete without a visit to Ben- 
venuto, while the gates are always open to private parties 
or individual visitors. 

The hanging gardens of Benvenuto, said to be the 
most wonderful in America, have been created on the sheer 
walls of quarries from which lime, rock, and clay have 
been taken for the manufacture of cement. Mr. Butchart 
has been engaged in this business since the early 'eighties, 
though he did not come to British Columbia until 1904, 
when he was already interested in cement mills in Ontario 
and all the western provinces. Most of the credit for the 
Benvenuto gardens is due to Mrs. Butchart, who originated 
the idea over twenty years ago. Every spring she adds 
to her floral domain by “stealing” an acre or so from 
her husband’s adjoining farm, but she has sufficient busi- 
ness acumen to refrain from sending her army of gar- 
deners into a quarry until its cement possibilities are 
exhausted. She absolutely refuses to keep books or accounts 
in connection with the gardens, wisely explaining that 
beauty and pleasure cannot be measured in terms of 
dollars and cents.

Famous Ecclesiastic’s Adventures in Various Parts 


of Canada 


YRGED by persistent demands for “a chatty book of 
travels,” the Bishop of London has written his 
“Holiday Recollections of a World Tour,” and a most 
entertaining book it is, says “John O’ London’s Weekly.” 
America, the Far East, Australia and the Islands of the 
South Seas filled in nine months of hard missionary 
labor which included over five hundred speeches. Yet 
even so, the indefatigable Bishop found time for recre- 
ation and amusement, and many good stories record the 
lighter moments of his travels. 

That the Bishop could fulfil his arduous duties with- 
out missing a single engagement was due to the fact that 
he took the opportunity of exercise when he could get it. 
He has delightful stories to tell of golf:— 

“One of the most amusing games was played at 
Ottawa, when Sir Robert Borden (one of the most 
charming personalities in Canada) and Sir George Per- 
ley, well known as the Commissioner for Canada in Lon- 
don for so many years, were kind enough to play with us. 
Sir Robert was a little deliberate in his play, but one of 
his very intimate friends ran up to me on the tee, and 
whispered to me the reason—‘Don’t be surprised,’ he 
said, ‘if Sir Robert is a little slow—he says three times 
before he hits the ball—'"Keep your—head down, Bor- 
den!”’ I said to Sir Robert, ‘I know what you are say- 
ing, sir, but I can take no notice, as you don’t say it 
out loud.’” 

“This reminds me of a story told about me <nd a 
certain bunker at Machrihanish called Hell, and for a 
wender it is a true story. I had, unfortunately, got into 
that bunker, and, with a skill unexpected by the old 
caddy, got out.- ‘I think, Bishop,’ he said, ‘I should take 
that niblick with you when you die!’ Whether the old 
fellow had heard it before or not, he certainly said it to 
me, and the story went all round the golf links of Scot- 
land. I emphasize the fact that it was one of the few 
authentic ones, because I have been the victim of not a 
few stories which really relate to other people.” 

“Talking of stories told against me, there was one 
which really annoyed me for five minutes, but I soon got 
over it. It was my privilege to take the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in my motor to the Guildhall banquet, when 
his own car was at Canterbury: but naturally, when I 
had arrived I was anxious that he (not I) should have 
the place of honor in going last in walking through the 
assembled guests up to the Lord Mayor. Unfortunately, 
there was a new man announcing the names on this 
occasion, who did not know us from one another, and 
when I appeared, in a loud and strident voice, he shout- 
ed: ‘His Grace the Lord Archbishop of Canterbury?" I 
hastily stepped forward and said, in a hurried whisper, 
‘Not yet, not yet!’—meaning that the Archbishop was to

lordship went forward with a sweet smile, saying to him- 
self, "Not yet, not yet!"

Everywhere he went the Bishop was féted and made 
much of, sometimes with amusing results. 

“After having addressed great meetings in Quebec, 
Montreal, and Toronto, I was expecting to have a quiet 
time on the little farm, with its comparatively small 
farm-house by the shores of Lake Erie; but I was not 
prepared for the excitement a visitor from the Old Coun- 
try would stir in the district. My brother had arranged 
a reception one afternoon, expecting a few neighbors to 
turn up, but they came in buggies and every kind of 
vehicle from fifty miles round (there were fewer motors 
in those days), and one man, looking round at the big 
queue of vehicles coming down the single road leading 
to the farm, remarked: ‘Why! It’s like a funeral!’—I 
suppose the only occasion when a great crowd comes 


together.”

I well remember the speech of the man who proposed my 
health—'At last we see the man whose sermons we have 
preached for so many years,’ and the reception of his joke 
by shouts of guilty laughter went round the table.... 
These are apparently found useful in these scattered 
parishes of British Columbia (and, I found afterwards, 
in Austraiia and New Zealand); but I did not know till 
that evening that so many of tie ciergy preached them 
as their own. The story told round the table was that 
the only man ‘found out’ was a curate, who, on being 
told by his Rector to preach one of the Bishop of Lon- 
don's sermons instead of his own, electrified the congre- 
gation by beginning his sermon without any preface— 
‘When I was Bishop of Stepney...’ and as they all 
knew that he had not left the parish, he made quite a 
sensation.” 

A great event of the tour in the New World was the 
laying of the foundation-stone of Vancouver Cathedral. 

“My friend Ormond Blyth tells an amusing story in 
connection with this ceremony. On being introduced to 
one of the American Bishops (the Bishop of Oregon), he 
said, naturally enough, ‘How do you do, my lord?’ 

"*I'm not a lord,’ replied the Bishop, ‘I’m an Amer- 
ican citizen.’ 

“‘No doubt,’ said Blyth, ‘but you are also a Prince of 
the Holy Catholic Church.’ 

* "Well, I'm much obliged to you,’ answered the Bishop 
to Blyth’s surprise. ‘No one’s ever told me that before." 

“Later on in the tour, at Chicago, adds Blyth, he met 
the Bishop again. The Bishop approached him with out- 
stretched hand, and greeted him in this fashion: . 

“Delighted to see you again, kind friend. Shake 
hands with a Prince of the Holy Catholic Church.’ ” 

The visit to Australia was the realization of hopes 
deferred for many years. The Bishop landed on the 
coast of Queensland :— 

“Here I learnt for the first time the Australian’s ad- 
diction to tea. Tea in the early morning, tea at break- 
fast, tea at eleven, tea at lunch, tea at tea-time, tea at 
supper, and just another cup of tea before he goes to bed. 
No wonder I found late: on the Ceylon tea merchants 
flourishing, for Australia alone is sufficient, if fully popu- 
lated, to keep the whole world busy in providing tea 
for her. 

“It reminded me of the story of an American Bishop 
who, after being taken to several tea-parties in London, 
said that he could not drink any more; ‘his back teeth 
were under water!” 

One of the chief attractions of New Zealand was the 
natural hot springs, which were under the charge of the 
Maoris:— 

“Would Pohutu (the big geyser) work for the Bishop 
of London or would it not?—this was the crucial ques- 
tion on the next morning after our arrival. It had for 
Royalty.

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Q4 New Brunswick Veteran 
N R. CHARLES P. BULL of Woodstock, New Brunswick, 
+ claims to be the only grandson of one of the original 
United Empire Loyalists of the eighteenth century now 
living in the Dominion. As he observed his ninety-first 
birthday in September last, it is doubtful if there is any- 
one who will seriously dispute his claim. Mr. Bull has 
made his home on a large hillside farm fronting on the St 
John River all his life, and has specialized on dairying and 
fruit growing. He is the owner of a herd of thirty Jersey 
cattle and takes great pride in showing them to visitors. 
Mr. Bull is very active and bright for one of his years and 
apart from failing eyesight his faculties seem to be 
unimpaired. 

When the American war of 1812-14 broke out Mr. Bull’s 
grandfather, who had migrated from New York state at 
the close of the revolutionary war, was living in a log 
cabin a few miles below Woodstock, where he had cleared 
land anå established a home for himself. It was during 
the month of February in 1813 that the King’s New Bruns- 
wick Rangers, also known as the 104th Regiment, made 
their memorable march from Fredericton to Quebec on 
snowshoes. The country at that time was thinly settled 
and much of the journey north of Woodstock had to be 
made through a country which had never echoed the sound 
of the woodman’s axe. The regiment did not move in a 


body but was sent out a company at a time with one day’s 
interval. The leading company, which was composed 
largely of pioneers, broke out a trail and prepared a camp- 
ing place which was of course made use of by the proces- 
sion of companies which followed. The grandfather of 
Mr. Bull kept open house for each company as it came 
along, and compelled them to partake of his hospitality 
such as it was. At night his wife and children were 
hoisted through a trap-door to the loft and the troops 
spread themselves out on the main floor of the cabin. A 
large open fireplace provided heat and as the men were 
provided with blankets and rations they were able to make 
themselves very comfortable. 

Mr. Bull has been a widower for a number of years, 
but his home is well looked after by two capable unmar- 
ried daughters, while two sturdy sons assist him with the 
farm work. His eldest son, Lieut. Col. John J. Bull, a 
name which would no doubt be very pleasing to his loyalist 
great grandfather were he alive to-day, has long taken a

Canadian Farm Products. 


KTOTHING in Canadian polities since the selection of 
Mr. Bennett for the leadership of the Conservative 
rty a year ago has attracted as much political interest 
i Ottawa as an event in the politics of a foreign country 
—the election of Mr. Hoover to the presidency of the 
United States. The result of the presidential election be- 
low the border has provided abundant food for thought, 
discussion and speculation among the politically minded 
of this country. In the capital, wherever two or three 
have gathered together during the past week the conver 
sation has turned on the subject of the possible effects on 
Canada and Canadian politics of Mr. Hoover’s elevation. 
And such discussion seems likely to continue and undoubt- 
edly it will have a pronounced reflection in parliament a 
few weeks hence. 

It is a serious concern that is manifest, in respect both 
of the economic reaction on Canada and of any effect on 
the fortunes of the political parties, of the decision of the 
American nation to place Mr. Hoover at the head of its 
affairs. For it is recognized that a situation has been cre- 
ated, or is about to be created. which will have to be met 
in one way or another by this country. Canada had a lot 
to do with Mr. Hoover's election and will feel proportion-

Whatever he may have been, he 
is now a one hundred per cent. America-first president- 
elect who is going to live in the White House and look 
after the United States farmers who placed him there.

DON'T know where Mr. Macienzie King spent the even- 

ing of November 6th, but I imagine that wherever he 
was he was getting by radio or telegraph bulletins on the 
pronouncement of the people of his favorite holiday land. 
For Mr. King more than most Canadians has reason to 
be interested in that pronouncement. It is he who in the 
first instance must answer the question: What is Canada 
going to do about it? It is hardly conceivable that he 
would take the comfortable view that nothing need be done 
about it. True, in the past his ready reaction to boosts 
in the United States tariff against Canada was to lower 
the Canadian tariff against the United States, but there is 
a limit beyond which that kind of international courtesy 
the Prime Minister is also an internationalist—may be 
carried with political safety. Besides, when he was prac 
tising it he had a goal in view, or professed to have, namie- 
ly, reciprocity with the United States, and assuredly he is 
shut off from and must now abandon that goal. It would 
be out of the question now, with the kind of executive 
and congress that have been elected to Washington, to 
attempt to coax along the free traders of the West and 
the people of the Maritimes with the notion that with 
patient effort the Fielding pact of 1911 might be revived. 
The United States elections have eliminated reciprocity 
from Canadian politics. In addition to the elimination of 
the hope of reciprocity as an excuse for turning the other 
cheek when the United States slaps at Canada with the 
tariff, there is the consideration that the Canadian public 
is likely to regard this coming new attention from Uncle 
Sam as a little too severe to be met in that way. So, if 
Canada is not merely to be indifferent to the Hoover 
policy of an air-tight tariff against her, the only thing, it 
would seem, for her to do about it is to retaliate. This 
country is going to have some hundreds of millions of 
her goods shut out of the United States market, but she 
buys an even larger quantity of goods from the United 
States which could be produced at home, and if they were 
shut out the score would be balanced somewhat. 

Is it possible, some people are wondering, that Mr. 
King might recognize the wisdom of reversing his policy 
in the new situation? And would he have to sacrifice his 
western support if he did so? The West will be hardest hit 
by the Hoover tariff on farm produce. Will they remain, 
under this blow, as wedded to free-trade as ever? They 
must find sale for the produce that is to be shut out of 
the United States and would it be possible for them to take 
the home market into consideration as a substitute—a 
home market to be enlarged by the production at home of 
millions of dollars worth of goods now imported from the 
United States? ! 

If the present administration doesn’t want to do any- 
thing about it, or if the West won't let it, the Conservative 
Party would seem to have acquired more force for its 
policies as a result of the United States election. The 
Opposition party's chief policy is protection, and especially 
protection to meet the policy of the United States. A for- 
mer Leader of the party frequently preached in the House 
of Commons that it was not Canadian business to kick 
about American tariff policy as it affected this country, 
but to govern herself accordingly. It would look as if the 
Hoover higher protection policy in the United States, 
especially since it is altogether aimed at Canada, was 
calculated to increase protectionist sentiment in this 
country. $ 
IP" ONE particular at least, there is certain to be a 

demand for retaliation by this country. This is the 
dumping of American fruits and vegetables into Canada 
and the refusal of the government to stop it by the appli- 
cation of the anti-dumping clause of the Customs Act. 
Without Canadian farm products going to be closed out 
altogether from the United States, Canadian growers will 
certainly demand that this is the time to put an end to 
the disastrous competition they suffer from the surplus, cut- 
price products of the United States. It doesn’t seem con- 
ceivable that in the circumstances their demand should 
fail of effect this time

ent. This despite the fact that Mr. Hoover made the scheme 
a part of one of his principal planks, inland waterways, 
ind has all along been its chief political advocate in the 
United States The reason his election, notwithstanding 
his policy, is a blow to the project is that he has placed 
Mr. King in a position where he cannot with any dignity 
take Canada into it. When the United States invited this 
country to enter an international undertaking for the open 
ing of the St. Lawrence to ocean traffic Mr. King made a 
notable reply. He told the Washington government that in 
asmuch as it had greater need for the waterway than Can 
ada and that as the chief purpose in its desire for it was 
to provide transportation relief for the farmers of the 
middle western states, it was but fitting that, if Canada 
was to assist in relieving these American farmers by help- 
ing to build the waterway, the United States should con 
sider the disabilty of the farmers of the Canadian West 
confronted with the prohibitive United States tariff wall 
He definitely coupled the question of the United States 
tariff with the St. Lawrence project in the policy of his 
government on the matter. 

Mr. Hoover's answer to Mr. King's proposition has 
been to declare that he will raise the tariff wall against 
Canadian farmers still higher. He has flatly rejected the 
Canadian proposal. In the opinion of political Ottawa he 
has killed off the St. Lawrence project. Mr. King could not, 
without sacrificing the dignity of the country, negotiate 
further with Washington on the question of a waterway 
treaty. 

But, of course, the heads of both governments are 
famous as internationalists, so perhaps anything is possible 
in the way of maintaining friendly relations between the 
two countries.

before the camera at one time is but 
one of the high spots attained. Sim- 
ba’s ruthless claw-marks on the flank 
of a lucky zebra who escaped; Simba 
lashing himself into a fury before 
springing: Simba snarling and feast- 
ing on his prey; Simba struck down 
by the spears of natives, who summon 
courage for the hunt only to protect 
the herds from which they live; these 
are some of the inconceivably vivid 
episodes of the film record. 


Fifteen thousand miles from Nai- 
robi in British East Africa the Martin 
Johnson expedition marched, spend- 
ing four years on the way. With then 
marched always the camera, record- 
ing the quaint villages and quainter 
natives, the difficulties of the trail, 
the dangers of alligator-infested river- 
crossings, the distant beauty of mist- 
clad Mount Kenya itself, and most 
marvelous of all, the shy nervous life 
of some of the worlds rarest animals. 
The comic lumbering giraffe, sinly 
and in herds, the dainty oryx-ante- 
lope covering the ground at thirty- 
foot bounds in flight, the ugly wilde- 
beeste in thousands, elephants by the 
score, the wallowing hippopotamus, 
and possibly most thrilling of all, the 
evil-tempered rhinoceros, always look- 
ing for trouble. On more than one 
occasion the rhinoceros, charging 
head down at the camera would be 
stopped by the necessary bullet, only 
a few feet from busily-grinding pho- 
tographers. 


“Simba” as a photographic ^ epte, 
may well be pardoned for what ap- 
pears at times to be undue emphasis 
on personal participation in the re- 
cording of the film. Perhaps it is 
impossible to emphasize such a feat, 
but in the presentation of the film, it 
is regrettable that the explorers have 
permitted the use of somewhat cheap 
showmanship. ‘“Simba’ is so good in 
itself, that ornamentation in any way 
is not only unnecessary but undesir- 
able. The earlier scenes showing Mr. 
and Mrs. Johnson at home to the ac- 
‘companiment of an inaudible phono- 
graphic monologue by Mr. Johnson is 
dull and the “Song of Safari” also via 
the phonograph is of the most sicken- 
ing “Mammy” school. The balance of 
the prologue, however, depicting some 
of the earlier South Sea voyages of 
the Johnsons, is highly interesting and 
serves as a proper preface to the 
heights attained by "Simba" itseif. 

The picture will easily rank as one 
of the most important and most in- 
teresting of recent years and needs 
neither apology nor explanation. It 
is simple, absorbing, unusual, and 
highly commended. —H. W. McM.

((OMPARISON is inevitably sug- 
gested between Theodore Canot 
and his book and Aloysius Horn ana 
his. Both were men of courage and re- 
sourcefulness atid humor; both wield- 
ed an extraordinary influence among 
the natives, though probably the for- 
mer inspired fear and the latter won 
by sympathy and ünderstanding; both 
lived amazingly adventurous lives on 
the same West Coast of Africa; both 
were born story-tellers, but remained 
unconscious of their rare gift until 
an enterprising and wide-awake jour- 
nalist made the discovery. Both narra- 
tives throw into relief the life of the 
natives on the West Coast, their char- 
acteristics, and their relations with 
white traders, and both make very 
real the lives of the traders and their 
methods of business, which were 
pretty much the same in Horn’s day 
and in the time of Canot, though in 
one case the trade was innocent and 
legitimate and in the other utterly 
wrong both in morals and in law. 

It is impossible to give any ade- 
quate idea of the adventures of Theo- 
dore Canot, of his voyages between 
Cuba and Africa, and his journeys in- 
to the interior of that dark continent, 
of hairbreadth escapes by land and 
sea, how he was chased by cruisers 
and sometimes fought and sometimes 
ran away, how he was captured and 
spent some time in a French prison, 
how with grim humor he captured a 
slave ship whose mate had murdered 
the captain, and transferred the hu- 
man cargo to his own vessel, of his 
relations with Don Pedro and John 
Ormond, otherwise known as Mongo 
John, with the British authorities at 
Sierra Leone and the African repub- 
lic of Liberia, of the King of Dahomey 
and his amazonian bodyguard, the 
Wizard of Matacan and his legerde 
main, the Ali Mami and his rebellious 
daughter, and scores of other inci- 
dents and exploits and tales of Africa 
a hundred years ago, some amusing, 
many entertaining, but a few appal- 
ling in their revelation of the depths 
of African savagery. 

One incident is curiously reminis- 
cent of the early history of the Cana- 
dian West. Canot tells of his attempt 
to establish a trading station at New 
Sestros, of the opposition of the local 
chief who ordered him to clear out 
and threatened him with extermina- 
tion, and how he cowed him by knock- 
ing off the keg of gunpowder and with 
one pistol pointing at the chief and 
the other at the keg dared him to or- 
der his expulsion. Saint-Pierre, who 
succeeded La Vérendrye in the west, 
toward the end of the French régime, 
was threatened by Indians in his fort 
on the Assiniboine, and resorted to 
the same desperate expedient to rid 
himself of his unwelcome guests. 

Altogether, one may commend this 
book to anyone who wishes to get a 
fairly authentic picture of the African 
slave ‘trade from the inside, and still 
more to those innumerable readers 
who enjoy a tale of stirring adventure, 
and are willing to forgive its being a 
true tale because it is extraordinary 


well told.

But when you have put these things 
behind you you will reap a reward. 
Perhaps those first ponderous sent- 
ences of his Britannic Majesty’s Re- 
presentative upon Elba was not such 
a reckless gesture on the part of the 
author; it may have been meant to 
put the reader in mind of Scott and 
other magicians of the true gold of ro- 
mance. At least you very soon find 
yourself within the old enchantment. 
Napoleon is upon Elba, his wings 
clipped. The Moscow debacle is past, 
but his swift triumph and downfall at

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Waterloo are not prefigured..by his 
enemies and scarcely by his friends. 

How did Napoleon accomplish this 
incredible feat? According to the story, 
through the money of an Englishman, 
Assheton Smith, an impossibly wealthy 
dandified, cynical, sophisticated, and 
really smart fellow, who appears to 
have enjoyed the prestige of an Em- 
peror with twice the power and ten 
times the freedom. He is in love with 
the mistress of the Czar of Russia, and 
because of various complications he 
decides to let Bonaparte do his stuff, 
in current terms. Notwithstanding all 
this, he makes a rather appealing and 
convineing figure. Incidentally, his 
weakness gives the last fillip to the 
plot, the inevitable tragedy. 

Of course there must be young love 
in an historical novel. In the old days 
the hero was taken into the counsels 
of Wellington or Napoleon, and really 
won his battles for him, letting the 
figurehead take the glory so long 
as the youth got the girl. But in Ford’s 
book, the nominal hero, Géorge Feild- 
ing, is almost dragged in by the heels. 
He has fought in the Peninsular War 
with Wellington, whom he does not 
like. He is enamoured of the wife of 
one of Napoleon's officers, who was 
born in England, and was supposed to 
be the adopted daughter of George's 
own father. Also he is infatuated (al- 
ready!) with the fame of Napoleon ; 
and being on leave, comes to St. Hel- 
ena, where the 


course of events in-

volves him in Napoleon’s restoration. 
He takes an intimate part in it all, 
but we, and he, are under no illusion 
regarding his relative importance. He 
matters about as much as any good- 
looking young fellow who happened to 
have a relative among the hardbitten 
men of affairs of any other war. 
Nevertheless, through his eyes we 
are given one more picture of Napo- 
leon. It is curious: we can scarcely be- 
lieve that this somnolent, pudgy, good-

natured figure is the winner of sixty 
battles, who bared his breast to bay- 
onets or bridged rivers with corpses 
by way of mere casual accompani- 
ment to his course. We would have 
believed, enthusiastically, if Mr. Ford 
had shown the incomparable one in 
the act of re-establishing himself, or of 
fighting at Waterloo. But the plan of

Mr. Nichols is a 
super-journalist, and his book while 
definitely journalism, is a very high 
achievement in that art. Its basis is 
a score or so of interviews which Mr. 
Nichols secured from persons in the 
very sharpest focus of the journalistic 
spotlight of the moment, including the 
famous interview with Calvin Coolidge 
in which the President emitted a long 
and not unintelligent paragraph on 
post-war art. But these are real inter- 
views, that is to say, they are reports 
of the contact of one mind with an- 
other, Mr. Nichol’s mind is quite as in- 
teresting, and has quite as much to do 
with the general drift of the interview, 
as the mind of the man or woman 
with whom he is talking. 

Mr. Nichols has made some ex- 
tremely important and interesting dis- 
coveries about America. Among these 
are the following: That ninety per 
cent. of the readers of “Gentlemen Pre- 
fer Blondes” have no idea that there 
is anything at all improper about the 
leading character in that work. That 
the American debutante is an insolent, 
tyrannical bore, made dizzy by mass 
adulation. That the restraints on lib- 
erty by means of law, of which pro- 
hibition is an extreme example, are a 
more or less necessary substitute for 
the more natural restraints imposed 
by tradition in older countries (this 
idea is rea'ly the product of Mr. Otto 
Kahn). That New York is not notably 
purer than other parts of the world, 
particularly in respect to sex perver- 
sion. but is considerably more hypo 
critical. That Mrs. McPherson is an 
extremely clever show woman who 
uses Jesus Christ as a sort of chief 
freak in her caravan. That Henry Ford 
is a product of Henry Longfellow 
That prohibition has added a touch 
of color which was sorely needed in 
the drab life of a thousand Main 
Streets. 

These are not very profound discov- 
eries, but it is not the business of jour- 
nalism to be profound; it should 
rather be clear and forcible. And Mr 
Nichols presents these discoveries with 
extraordinary vigor and persuasive- 
ness. He writes in pictures, and his 
pictures have the sharp contrast and 
effective point of a newspaper cartoon

(y of the most curious paradoxes 
of history is the amazing scan*i- 
ness of authentic contemporary com- 
ment about a personality whose im- 
pact upon history has been incalcul- 
able. A couple of obscure and doubtful 
references in Tacitus and Josephus, a 
ripple on the troubled sea of imperial 
affairs. But where authentic informs 
tion fails there is always the tempta- 
tion for the wonder loving imagination 
to fill the gaps. By the middle of the 
second century of this era apocryphal 
gospels were as popular as Ludwig is 
today. The imagination of simple folk 
was tickled by the picture of a won- 
der-child who made clay birds in his 
play and then clapped his hands and 


they flew away, or in school escaped 
the cane by withering the angry 
teacher’s arm. In the Middle Ages 
these tales grew into the Golden Leg- 
end whose vogue was enormous. Even 
in this day of scientific criticism the 
imagination still delights to play 
about the mysterious and challenging 
figure of the Galilean. The success of 
such widely different books as Middle- 
ton Murry’s Jesus, the Man of Genius. 
Papini’s Life of Christ, Ludwig’s Son 
of Man, and the anonymous By an Un- 
known Disciple, bears witness to the 
continued appetite for imaginative ie 
constructions of a life so baffling in its 
paradox, so alluring in its mystery. 


Now we have two more ventures in 
the same field, essays of every differ- 
ent character. The first has a roman- 
tic interest in the fact that for the 
first time since the early church began 
to collect material for the life and 
teaching of Jesus has the figure of the 
Syrian prophet been interpreted by a 
Syrian. Kahlil Gibran was born in Mt. 
Lebanon in 1883, his early education 
was at Beirut, his later training in 
America and Europe. He is a poet, a 
painter and a philosopher. His book 
The Prophet, with its lovely draw- 
ings, had a remarkable success. 


This new book of his is a series of 
vignettes in poetic prose, put into the 
lips of various people, some ima 
ginary, who touched the life of Jesus 
at different ponis in his career. Most 
of the teaching of Jesus in the Gospels 
is thrown into poetic paraphrase, 
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often very beautiful. But the fact re- 
mains that the peculiar aroma of the 
saying of Jesus escapes in paraphrase. 
The Prophet was an instantaneous 
success because it had not to face the 
comparison with what Augustine calls 
“the beauty of ancient days.” In 
spite of his oriental birth and educa- 
tion Mr. Gibran is essentially a mod- 
ern, and the most that he or Renar 
or Middleton Murray can do is to re- 
cord each his own experience. A sin- 
cere attempt to translaie the impact 
of Jesus upon a modern personality 
into literary form will always be wor- 
thy of attention, but for this very 
beautiful attempt, as for many others 
the words of a profound modern stu- 
dent of the life of Jesus are signifi- 
cant.—‘The study of the life of Jesus 
has had a curious history, it set out 
in quest of the historical Jesus, be- 
lieving that when it had found Him it 
could bring Him straight into our 
time as a Teacher and Saviour. It 
loosed the bands by which He had 
been riveted for centuries to the stony 
rocks of ecclesiastical doctrine, and 
rejoiced to see life and movement 
coming into the figure once more, and 
the historical Jesus, advancing, as it 
seemed, to meet it. But He does not 
stay. He passed by our time and re- 
turns to His own. What surprised and 
dismayed the theology of the last forty 
years was that, despite all forced and 
arbitrary interpretations, it could not 
keep Him in our time, not owing to 
the application of any historical in- 
genuity, but by the same inevitable ne- 
cessity by which the liberated pendu- 
lum returns to its original position.” 
Mr. Gibran’s sincere and really beau- 
tiful interpretation of his theme owes 
little to the theologians. 


* 


I do not know who Mr. Gabriel 
Scott may be, but he has no love for 
what he persists on calling "theo!o- 
gists." His Golden Gospel is what the 
theologists with their passion for long 
hand names called a theodicy, an at- 
tempt in Pope’s words, “to justify the 
ways of God to man.” His title sug- 
gests some affinity with the Golden 
Legend, but readers who hope for a 
modern rendering of the naive and 
child-like marvels of the medieval 
mind will not find them here. What 
they will find, and will probably enjoy. 
is a serious attempt, veiled under a 
humorous treatment, to justify the 
world we know, as a place of moral 
development, and to propound the old 
but untried panacea of love as the 
only remedy for the world’s ills. 

A fastidious reader may find the 
humor a little forced, its gambols 
about a comic St. Peter a little 
clumsy. The book opens with a frank 
caricature of the conventional heaven. 
There has been a field day in heaven 
with a solo from Michael, a talk by 
Adam and Eve on the Garden of Eden, 
a lecture with lantern slides by Jonah 
on his voyage in the belly of the 
whale, and other features. We are re- 
galed with a description of the angels 
in bed, all lying on their sides so as 
not to crumple their wings. St. Peter, 
thoroughly out of temper with the late 
hours kept in heaven, sends the loi- 
terers off to bed with smacks of his 
slipper, and retires himself after 
hanging up a placard outside the door, 
which reads,—“The gates of hearen 
are opened at 8 a.m. Applicants for 
admission are requested not to make a 
noise outside. In wet weather an um- 
brella will be found in the right-hand 
corner. By order. St. Peter." The peace 
of heaven is rudely shattered by a 
loud knocking at the door and piteous 
appeals for admission. St. Peter snores 
on, but the door opens of its own ac- 
ecr and admits a tortured soul with 
a terrib'e tale of the wrongs which 
are being perpetrated on earth in the 
name of heaven. St. Peter wakes up 
and is for turning the intruder out, 
but the Lord intervenes and to Peter’s 
digust beautifies the poor martyred 
soul. Then St. Peter proceeds to give 
the Lord a piece of his mind as to the 
mismanagement of mundane affairs 
and finally suggests a tour of inspec- 
tion. The Lord readily agrees and the 
two go down incognito and proceed to 
inspect the state of affairs. St. Peter 
is ready with numerous suggestions 
for the improvement of things. He 
suggests for instance that oaks instead 
of producing acorns should produce 
melons. The Lord carried out his idea 
and a heavy melon promptly falls on 
the innovator’s head and cures him of 
his interest in that particular novelty. 
The tour with a curious mixture of 
jocularity and seriousness proceeds. 
St. Peter has various remedies to offer 
for the different problems which they 
meet, and always reaches the humilia- 
ting conclusion that the Lord is wiser 
than he thought. The book closes with 
an impressive description of a tattle 
field and its horrors where the heaven- 
ly doorkeeper is finally convinced that 
man and not God is to blame for hu- 
man misery. In the end a delightful 
picture of the Lord and St. Peter sup- 
ping with the shepherds points the 
moral of the lines 
“Wise men their ways of wisdom past 
To the shepherds’ wonder come at 

last." 

The book has a certain naive sim- 
plicity about it and an earnestness of 
purpose which will give pleasure to 
many readers.

\ HY did Matthew Arnold abandon 

poetry for preaching? A variety of 
reasons might be advanced, all con- 
tributory and none singly sufficing.

Many readers of “The Vicar of 
Wakefield” have no doubt assumed a 
quality of melodramatic exagger- 
ation in the episode of the abduction 
of Olivia, as well as in similar epis- 
odes in the pages of Richardson and 
Smollett. But the documents with re- 
ference to the career of “Old Q.” and 
his friends prove the contrary. The 
abduction and spoilation of beautiful 
young women of all ranks in the 
social scale was a highly organized 
business in the eighteenth century 
under the patronage of the Duke of 
Queensbury and others. The trade 
of procuress flourished under various 
disguises, that of the dressmaker and 
the milliner whose shops housed fe- 
male apprentices, being the most 
favored. The Duke was not only the 
“Star of Piccadilly” because of his 
lavishness as a dandy but was even 
better known as the ''Goat of Pic-

Miss Nell 
Martin’s latest novel “Lord Byron of 
Broadway” restores him to his proper 
pinnacle of dread by making him the 
Darker Self of a lad who rises from 
the slums to become “Broadway’s bad-

dest boy” (Fie, fie, double fie! on such 
a scurvy phrase!) The lad in question, 
one Roy Skinner, later Roi Larue 
Erskine, had this in common with 
Byron: both of them were inclined to 
step out quite a lot with winsome and 
wuxorious wenches, but there the re- 
semblance ends. Beyond a certain 
tendency to philoprogenitiveness, the 
boy has nothing in common with tne 
immortal poet whatever. That is à 
point to be conned over: when some 
novelist is suddenly smitten with the 
none-too-original idea of writing a 
novel centring about an attractive das- 
tard who tramples women underfooi, 
the name Byron is sure to appear on 
each of the first six pages at least 
once. The novelist in question forgets 
that Byron lives on, not on the 
strength of his amours (“the little sins 
of a little time’ as a modern poet 
terms them), but on the strength OI 
his literary achievements, by means 
of "the excellence of sincerity and 
strength" stressed by Arnold and 
Swinburne. For the unlettered, the 
evil that Byron did has lived after 
him, and the good has been interred 
within his volumes. It must be ad- 
mitted, however, that were the immor- 
tal Missolonghite alive today, he might 
choose between a chair in the Univer- 
sities of Jugo-Slavia, Geneva, Oxford 
and Hollywood. For the admonition of 
the future lady-novelists, let it be said 
that although Byron never found the 
right woman, he at least is one of the 
glories of English poetry, and, as such, 
deserves some respect and considera- 
tion. 

After this vindication of Miss Mar- 
tin’s symbol of rascality, it might be 
wise to examine the novel in question. 
Perhaps it is a combination-biography 
of Al Jolson, Irving Berlin, and 
George Gershwin, but we would hate 
to suspect these gentlemen of the 
moral turps that tarnish the novel’s 
hero. Heis a pretty fellow without any 
strength of character whatever, à. re- 
veller, roué, rascal, rioter or what- 
have-you, who has a musical gift of 
composing dance-ballads like “Pal, 
You Can’t Leave Me Alone,” “Red- 
Headed Gal,” “Kiss Like a Flame,” 
“In Omar’s Land” and finally “Little 
Lost Lady.” There is nothing big 


about him save his estimation of his 
Own irresistibility. He doesn’t even 
enjoy his own sins, for they always 
take him unawares. He begins life like 
Gershwin, pounding piano in an East 
Side saloon, enters Vaudeville like M. 
Berlin, and, after attaining affluence, 
behaves like Frank Tinney for nearly 
two hundred pages. He passes through 
affairs with a score of unnamed 
ladies, then with Madelon, a night- 
club hostess, then with Ardis Tre- 
velyn a big-time singer, then with a 
gorgeous chorus-girl like Imogene 
Wilson. In order follow a second score 
of unnamed ladies, and then he finds 
his great love who deserts him at the 
altar, fearing the worst. To call her 
back he writes: “Little Lost Lady” 
and she sings it in Chicago ’mid the 
racket’s red glare and the bombs 
bursting in air. It all ends happily, 
however, with Roi and his wife unit- 
ed, presumably forever and ever and 
then some. In real life it might last a 
year, but this hero is one of rabid 
romance and not of reality. 

Aside from the initial tawdry char- 
acter of her hero, Miss Martin has 
done some excellent work here and 
there. Her  wo.en, espe?aily the 
chorus-girl, ar; very real and vivid, 
and Ler feminine psychology, Al. Her 
hero she does not attempt to analyse; 
he merely turns his large liquid, 
lambent, limpid eyes on a lady—and 
she is a lady no longer. Miss Martin 
hnows her mimes, her show-folk, her 
Droadway, her parasites of the Great 
White Way, and she presents them 
vividly and powerfully. They live, 
cance, sing and sin quite convincingly. 
The whole book would be enjoyable, 
were it not for the fact that instead 
of creating, or at least reproducing a 
hero, she has merely served Lord 
Byron a scurvy trick. For this, may all 
her offspring be song-writers! 


e EADLINES," by Mildred Gilman, 

the author of “Count Ten,” is to 
me a proper puzzler. Acting under Mrs. 
Gilman’s previous advice, I have 
counted not only ten, nay, even 
twenty, and still I cannot figure it 
out, even with a slide-rule. ‘Head- 
lines” is a piéce à thésis, written, (I 
hazard a guess) to show that all the 
tragedy is not in the “tabloids” (which 
fact is fortunately unknown to the 
city editor of the tabloids). Each chap- 
ter opens with an average housewife 
on Staten Island reading the items 
under the following attractive head- 
lines: “Grim Reaper Takes Toll,” 
“Jazz-Mad Youth Slays Family,” 
“Heiress Adopts Nameless Tot,” and 
“Rum Raid Nets Six.” For the lady 
in question these headlines deal with 
loud moments in the lives of people 
inaccessibly remote. Then the scene 
changes to one of the adjacent homes 
to show tragedy beginning to tradge 
right in these-here precincts. All of 
which goes to show that you never 
know what is going on in your next- 
door neighbour’s house if he keeps 
the blinds pulled down. 

Most of the godawfulness in this 
book happens in the home of a poor 
Italian family named Salvatore. Every 
conceivable machination of destiny 
“gets” them, from whooping cough 
down to bootleg gin. It is stark stuff, 
and in saying stark, I mean starck! 
But it is horribly dull, it has none of 
the terse, forceful grip of the tabloid 
reports of these dire happenings. The 
tabloids make these heroes and vic- 
tims and malefactors creatures of in- 
finite fancy and no mean ingenuity, 
but reality and Mrs. Gilman merely 
make them pitiable and insignificant. 
So by all means let us have more and 
better illustrated tabloids with racier 
and riper anecdotes. It is up to the 
public, for they must provide the 
news, but when once they have pro- 
vided it, the tabloids will give it the 
heroic gloss that made “Goldilocks and 
The Three Bears” and “Little Red 
Riding Hood" immortal. For in tab- 
loid form those two tales would ap- 
pear under the following enticing cap- 
tions: "Blonde Held By Bruins," and 
"Beast Devours Grandmother, Assaults 
Child." Usually I am not very witty, 
but in the last canto I have taken 
reality and given it a tabloid glow. In 
"Headlines" Mrs. Gilman does the 
opposite, and I couldn't reach the last 
chapter even with its promising head- 
line of “Says He Is Not Tot’s Father."

DAVEY'S last novel, Good 
H fing, was visibly burdened by 

synerasies, but in this book he 
shown more restraint and, inci 
lentally, better taste His theme, if 
not original, is comparatively rare; a 
oping past of the seven deadly sins 
imagined God.

Mr. Davey writes well, though his 
limits are rather narrow for such a 
subject One has only to think of 
Swift, Voltaire or France to realize 
the potentialities of a Voice prompted 
by their ventriloquism. But at a less 
rarefied altitude he has written ade 
quately and provocatively The sins 


that are pilloried are common to all 


communities and the worst of them is 


hypocrisy, a sin against which the 
Voice loses control and storms in a 
human if very engaging way. 

The concluding chapters speak well 
for Mr. Davey's literary ethics. A less 
sincere writer wou!d have ended on a 
note of repentance. Eut Mr. Davey’s 
characters are more in line with 
human frailty and resume the tenour 
of their ways This honesty rounds 
out an enjoyable book which is both

But 
what one does find are what may be 
termed psycho-analyses of Sir Jaga- 
dis Chunder Bose, of the sociologist, 
Patrick Geddes, of the economist 
Branford and of the artist Roerich, 
while as a sort of appendix there is 
mention of Sir Francis Bacon, Sir 
Humphrey Davy and Michael Fara- 
day. The space devoted to the last 
three amounts to a little more than 
one-third the entire book. 

The author is not interested in the 
scientific achievements of any of these 
men; indeed, it would be difficult to 
discover from her book what these 
achievements were, nor does she seem 
to possess the familiarity with scien 
tific methods necessary for a critical 
judgment of their merits. It is the 
idealism in the mental make-up of her 
heroes that seizes her imagination, 
but idealism is not science. True, a 
certain amount of idealism, or better 
vision, is an essential in a successful 
scientist, but Miss Defries exalts it 
far beyond the more matter-of-fact 
If she could have 
given a more reasonable evaluation of 
the ideal and the praetical in human 
progress and if her admiration for 
her heroes had been more subdued, her 
studies would have greater value. Un- 
fortunately, to frankly, her 
eulogies sometimes degenerate’ into 
mere “gush.”

THE RETICENT ENGLISH © @P.o'D 


HIEF among the things one is always told about the 

English is how very reticent they are. Zveryone 
who has ever been in England for a day or a week has 
remarked this, just as they usually remark that English 
people have long teeth and long feet, that the houses 
are cold and the bathrooms far apart, that the men 
are so awfully well dressed and the women are such 
dowdies on the street, my dear, but you ought to see 
them in the evening! All of which is about as true 
as such hasty generalisations usually are. On the latter 
points opinions sometimes differ, but nearly everyone is 
agreed about the reticence. And they go away and tell 
the folks at home dreadful tales of attempting to speak 
to strangers on street-corners or the tops of busses 
and encountering a stiffness compared with which “rigor 
mortis" is genial and responsive. 

Even English people themselves admit the reticence. 
They seem, in fact, to be rather proud of it, and there 
is good reason for suspecting that they started the rumor 
themselves. 

“We are so frightfully reserved and awkward with 
strangers," they will confess, with a modest little sigh. 
And they will go on to regret that they are not like 
Canadians—or Irishmen, or whatever your nationality 
happens to be—who presumably have such a happy 
knack of immediately establishing friendly relations in 
even the most casual encounters. 

“But, of course, when you really know us... .", they 
always add, smiling brightly to indicate the rapturous 
warmth of the hearth which is lavished on you when the 
sacred words of introduction have been pronounced by 
a competent authority, whether friend, relation, or the 
local clergyman or banker. 

Of course, like everyone else, I had heard a good deal 
about this famous national reticence, and been duly 
warned of the folly of trying to engage in conversation 
except under recognized auspices. Not that I am the 
sort of fellow to rush up volubly to strangers, even for 
the commendable purpose of finding the shortest way to 
famous churches or museums or other places of historical 
and picturesque interest. Naturally not! I look around 
for a policeman, and as there is never à policeman in 
sight, I go to the nearest ‘‘pub’’—there is always a 
"pub". And I must say I have usually found everyone 
in them just as chatty and communicative as they could 
possibly have been in dryer and presumably less reticent 
countries. 

Altogether, if it had not been for the warnings I re- 
ceived, it would perhaps not have occurred to me to 
consider the people of England less approachable than 
the citizens, let us say, of Orillia or Oshkosh. But, after 
all, traditions are traditions, and if you once start doubt- 
ing them, where are you going to stop? So I accepted 
this one, though I was aware that there were hardy 
souls who scoffed at it. Not long ago, for instance, I 
was escorting an elderly merchant from Winnipeg, who 
was making his first visit to England, and who had ex- 
pressed a desire to see Piccadilly Circus by night. He 
had heard, it seems, about the electric lights and signs 
there, and he wished to compare them with those of 
Broadway. The resemblance is roughly that of a bowl 
of gold-fish to a school of whales. But it seemed a 
harmless enough notion, so I took him along. 

We were pleasantly engaged in watching the wheels 
of the illuminated motor-car spin gaudily about, and the 
huge port bottle in ruby lights pour out glass after 
glass, and the Gargantuan baby cry for somebody's 
patent food, when he nudged me. I had previously not- 
iced that his attention was wandering a little, but had 
put it down to his disappointment with the exhibit. 

“Just a minute," he said. ‘‘There’s a young lady 
here who seems to recognize me. Her face seems fam- 
iliar, you know, but I can’t quite.... 

I looked at the young lady, who generously included 
me in her smile, and then I firmly led him down White- 
hall and showed him Westminster Abbey and the Houses 
of Parliament. I thought it might have a sobering effect, 
but he was inclined to be rebellious. 

“She was a darn nice girl,” he assured me hotly. 
"Even if she did take me for somebody else, it's no 
reason for being unfriendly.” 


” 


P" ANY other case, I might have been censorious, but 
here there was no room for suspicion. Had he not 
told me about his grandchildren? And did he not come 
from that great, wide-open West, where hearts are pure 
and manners are chivalrous? But I was interested. 

“Do many young ladies seem te recognize you on 
the street?" I asked him. 

“Oh, a good few since I've been in London. I sup- 
pose they see me looking up at the buildings, and they 
come over and tell me about them. And there was a 
young man the other day—stylish-lookin’ fellow——we 
got talking and he wanted me to go down and meet some 
friends of his at the Savoy. Said they'd be useful for 
me to know, but I had an appointment so I couldn't 
go along. He gave me his card. I think I got... .” 
and he started to fumble for it. 

I tried to explain to him that really nice English 
people never by any chance speak to strangers, unless 
accosted by them, and then with a chilling brevity whieh 
puts a coating of ice on the vocal chords, But he would 


have none of it. 

“Rats!” he said loudly and contentiously. “They're 
the friendliest people I ever met in my life. I’ve heard 
all that old stuff about them bein’ chilly, and you take 
it from me, it’s rubbish. They’ll talk to anybody, and 
they like bein’ talked to—they told me so. The trouble 
with you is you lived so long in T'rontuh that you've 


got.... 

But naturally this is a subject which I cannot pursue. 
These sectional jealousies and prejudices among Can- 
adians are very sad in themselves, and lead to conse- 
quences even more deplorable. I have known gentle- 
men from the West to arrive in Toronto with such in- 
grained contempt for its hospitality that it took two or 
three recurrent attacks of delirium tremens to convince 
them that they might possibly be mistaken. Not for

worlds, therefore, would I enter into this controversy 
between the two cities or attempt to decide their respec- 
tive merits.

HE DUKE OF ATHOLL, or Athole, 
is, I believe, the holder of nine- 
teen titles, and is distinctly the head 
of the Clan Murray.

John, son of the second 
Earl of Tullibardine, was created Earl 
of Atholl (1628). His son was made 
marquis, and the marquis’s son first 
Duke of Atholl (1659). The first duke’s 
younger brother Charles, who was 
Master of Horse to Anne, was created 
Earl of Dunmore (1686). 

Perhaps the most interesting of all 
the family was the first duke’s fifth 
son, from whom descended the third, 
fourth, and fifth dukes. This was Lord 
George, the sound and ill-served com- 
mander of Prince Charlie's army in 
the '45. There are few more tragic 
life stories. He was out in '15 and ob- 
tained a pardon. When Prince Char- 
lie landed, Murray was loyal to the 
House of Hanover and enjoying quiet 
domestic life after a troublous youth.

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The Garden in November 


HE hardy border without Delphin- 

iums misses one of its greatest 
opportunities for achieving early 
summer beauty. Even in sections 
where these splendid perennials are 
hard to grow to perfection because 
of blight and kindred troubles it is 
worth a real effort to achieve them 
in all their blue magnificence. 

If you have had Delphinium diffi- 
culties in the past, try treating each 
clump now with a powdering of dry 
Bordeaux Mixture scattered on the 
soil immediately around it, followed 
by a light top-dressing of coal ashes. 





T IS often possible to use evergreen 

ground covers in place of lawn 
grass, especially in small areas, or 
areas where it is otherwise difficult 
to grow grass. 

Common periwinkle (Vinca minor) 
perhaps stands at the head of such 
a list because of its adaptability and 
lustrous dark green foliage. It grows 
in the sun or semishade and responds 
to a good, fairly deep soil preparation 
by forming a dark green luxuriant car- 
pet. It has blue flowers in  eariv 
spring, and there is also a white- 
flowered variety.

This plan has succeeded for other 
gardeners and it may be the means 
of forestalling trouble in your bor- 
der, too. 

To precede the Delphinium show 
next year there is nothing quite 
equal to the Breeder, Darwin and 
Cottage Tulips. Good-sized groups 
of these May-flowering species are a 
satisfying feature of any hardy 
garden. 

Early November is the best time 
to plant Tulip bulbs. They should 
be set about four inches deep in 
well-drained, light soil moderately 
enriched with ground bone. About 
their only enemies are the ground- 
moles and the field-mice which often 
follow destructively along the tun- 
nels which their fellow-conspir- 
ators make. The surest protection 
against both these pests is to plant 
the bulbs in wire baskets of heavy, 
small mesh. 

If you are putting in a rose bed 
this fall, don't forget to give it 
plenty of deep drainage. A high lo- 
cation usually takes care of this re- 
quirement without special prepar- 
ation, but if the matter is at all in 
doubt you had better put in at the 
bottom of the bed a làyer of stone 
overlaid with one of coal ashes and 
then fill in with rich soil. 





Japanese pachysandra (Pachysandra 
terminalis) is another prostrate 
ground cover for sun or shade. It 
spreads rapidly by stolons and can be 
clipped. It likes a moist soil. This is 
a particularly good ground cover in 
formal work for terraces, parterres, 
and so forth. 

English ivy (Hedera belir) is excell- 
ent south of Boston for its dark green 
beautifully shaped leaves. It will 
stand growing under trees, but it does 
not like sudden changes in temper- 
ature or too much sun. 


Everygreen euonymus (Euonymus 
radicans) takes the place of English 
ivy north of Boston, for it is very 
hardy. After two years it grows fair- 
ly quickly and makes a uniform green 
cover about 6 in. to 12 in. high. It 
will stand a lot of shade. 

Bearberry (Arctostaphylos uva-ursi) 
is a dense evergreen creeper with red 
berries like small cranberries. It 
stands exposure to wind and shallow 
soil, but does not like lime. It is 
hard to establish, so it should be 
grown from potted plants. 


Wineleaf cinquefoil (Potentilla tr: 
dentata) is a low tufted evergreen 
found native in quantities near the 
seashore. It has dainty dark green 
leaves and white flowers.

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Health and Clothes 


RITING n a notable English 

Monthly, The Women's Journal, 
Sir Arbuthnot Lane, the leading dis 
tinguished surgeon, says: 

It has become a commonplace to 
Say that women have achieved an 
immense advantage over men in the 
healthy and sanitary character of 
experience that the looser, and the 
thinner their garments, the more 
the skin of their bodies is exposed 
to the beneficial and health-giving 
rays of the sun, and the more the 
air is enabled to permeate their 
clothing and to ventilate the surface 
of the body. This permits of the 
free discharge, not only of moisture, 
but also of the poisonous effluvia and 
the effete products which escape with 
it. The desirability of avoiding the 
unpleasant effects of perspiration 
need scarcely be pointed out to the 
average woman. The looseness and 
openness of the texture of her gar- 
ments is therefore essential, not only 
to her health, but to the attractive- 
ness of her person. 

Of course, it is quite open to men 
to affirm that women are much 
stronger in their natural resistance 
to chills and infections than they, 
and that they are therefore more 
able to risk exposure to variations in 
temperature. This is supported by 
the fact that it is more difficult to 
rear boys than girls, and also by the 
fact that females of all ages bear 
operations more readily and with 
much less risk than do males at cor- 
responding periods. Whatever may 
be the particular part played by 
dress in giving to women this super- 
iority, it is apparent that the dress of 
men is ridiculously and universally 
too heavy, and is positively un- 
healthy compared with that of 
women. It would be an excellent 
thing if men in this country would 
adopt the use of light clothing in 
place of their present much too 
heavy suitings. In such a reform 
women should interest themselves 
seriously, for they hold the health 
of their menfolk in the hollow of 
their hands. Men are notoriously 
conservative in their habits, whereas 
women are kept progressive in spirit 
by their constantly changing fash- 
ions. If, therefore, women will only 
endeavour to persuade men that it 
is in their own interests that they 
should reduce the weight of the cloth 
used in their outer garments, a great 
health reform will have been intro- 
duced. 

It is hardly possible to exaggerate 
the immense boon to women of the 
attractiveness and comparative 
cheapness of the best kinds of cloth- 
ing offered to them by the modern 
manufacturer. Silk stockings may 
be found too costly, but artificial 
silk and its mixtures are improving 
every day both in texture and varie- 
ty, and, in addition to being cheaper, 
it has the special virtue of admit- 
ting more ultra-violet light than any 
other substance which can be used 
in the making of clothes. Women 
will also welcome the assurance that 
medical men can give them, that 
practically all the lighter fabrics, 
such as georgettes, crepe-de-Chines, 
voiles, etc., besides being most at- 
tractive in themselves, are almost 
ideal from the health point of view. 
They admit of the free passage of air 
through their texture, and provide 
for the steady maintenance of the 
body temperature by the protective 
film of air which they allow to re- 
main near the skin. It is most im- 
portant that the clothing worn next 
the skin should not retain too much 
of the heat of the body. Nature's 
method must be encouraged; it con- 
sists in producing perspiration, 
which cools if allowed to evaporate. 
The wearing of cloth which hinders 
this evaporation causes over-heating. 
Artificial silk has the advantage, for 
it permits free evaporation, and 
takes up.only a minimum of mo.s- 
ture. Woollen fabries for under- 
clothing should be of light weight 
and loose texture. "The outer cloth- 
ing of women to be worn in cold 
weather should not be too heavy and 
close, as it is apt to be. 

In conclusion, I would urge upon 
women the necessity of bringing up 
their children in the same principles, 
thus laying the foundations of re- 
sistance to disease.

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Investment Trusts and Profits 


Capital Controlled in Canada and U.S. now Well Over One Billion Dollars—Extreme 


Variation in Management and Prospects—Market Influence 
Negligible—The Investor’s Position 


(THERE are at the present time some 

207 investment trusts organized 
and operating in the United States 
and Canada. Of these 207 trusts, forty- 
four are of special, restrictive, collat- 
eral trust or stock-conversion type, 
such as Fixed Trust Shares, Canadian 
Bank stocks, Insurance shares, etc. 
These special trusts are not considered 
in this article. The rest, operating in 
the main as general or British type 
trusts, are near enough alike in their 
aims and methods to be subjected to 
a general discussion and analysis. 

Not all of these remaining 163 com- 
panies are true or strict investment 
trusts. Certain of them combine some 
financial holding feature with their 
diversified investment trust program, 
or limit themselves, either by charter 
or inclination, to some particular fin- 
ancial field or fields, instead of pursu- 
ing an unrestricted world-wide invest- 
ment program. Some limit themselves 
in their by-law provisions. Others are 
absolutely unrestricted in any way, 
‘and, except, for the unquestioned 
‘character and ability of their trustees 
‘and managers, are little more than 
blind pools. 

Nevertheless, they are all fundamen- 
‘tally, and in their operations most 
largely, devoted to the distribution of 
investment risk for the benefit of their 
‘stockholders. "They classify them- 
selves, in the main, as investment 
trusts, and, even in those few cases 
where they do not so characterize 
themselves, they are such in essence 
and so deserve to be considered. 


Y 

Of these 1623 trusts only fifty-seven 
have been in existence long enough to 
issue even one annual report. This 
does not mean that the other 106 have 
been organized within the past twelve 
months, for annual statements, in the 
main, are for the calendar year, and 
with but few exceptions only those 
companies which were organized be- 
fore 1926 or early enough in that year 
to get their financing reasonably well 
started before the end of 1926, and 
hence their operations on a going 
basis, have considered it advisable to 
publish a 1927 statement. Certain 
others which have published quarterly 
or period statements or balance sheets 
may have done so because of excep- 
tionally favorable market operations 
during the early months of their ex- 
istence and the desire to make the 
picture as bright as possible for the 
further marketing of their stock and 
bonds. 

Eighty-two of these 163 general 
management type trusts at present 
operating, have their main offices in 
some other city than New York, and 
of the eighty-one in New York several 
had their beginning in some other 
locality and moved to New York only 
because of expansion or from the de- 
sire and advisability of being more 
intimately in touch with the world's 
great central financial market. Some 
few are essentially New York trusts 
and their real operations are con- 
ducted from that city, but because of 
charter incorporation or tax limita- 
tion their addresses are given else- 
where. 
as New York trusts. 

Of the eighty-two located outside 
of New York, twenty-six are in Boston 
and eight in New England outside of 
Boston; eight are in Montreal; five in 
Toronto; four in Baltimore; three in 
Philadelphia; three in Los Angeles; 
two in San Francisco; two in Seattle; 


These have been considered 


two in Chicago; two in St. Louis and 
the other seventeen scattering. 

The great majority of these trusts 
are either continuously engaged in 
raising additional capital by selling 
stock and bonds or have made offers 
of stock or bonds from time to time 
during the last six months through 
some distributing house. This makes 
virtually impossible a statistical anal- 
ysis of investment trusts as a group 
at the present time, such as may be 
made of banks or railroads, for even 
the day-to-day figures of invested cap- 
ital are constantly increasing, and 
judging from their rapid growth dur- 
ing the past two years an estimate of 
such totals today will prove to be a 
conservative understatement within a 
few months. 

Y 


Nevertheless, from their published 
statements, and from brokers', bond 
dealers’ and companies’ prospectuses, 
such an estimate has been attempted 
by Daniel Hamilton in Barron's 
Weekly who finds that the 163 com- 
panies show capital, surplus and un- 
divided profits total at the present 
time of something over one billion 
dollars. When the other forty-four 
trusts operating in special ways are 
included, it becomes certain that the 
total will run well over a billion. If 
any critic rises to ask what is the 
value or accuracy of such an estimate 
when it has been previously stated 
that only 57 out of 163 trusts have 
issued an annual report, and the ma- 
jority are still engaged in raising 
capital, the answer is that the facts 
are available on practically every 
large company whether it has been in 
existence five years or five weeks. 
Naturally such a company takes pride 
in giving out the facts to anyone 
interested enough to inquire. 

It is the little trust, new, with un- 
proved sponsorship, which has not 
much to say for itself, because there 
is not much to say, on which facts are 
lacking and estimates must be made, 
and an overstatement on a dozen of 
them. would be compensated for by 
an understatement on a single one of 
the larger units. The fact that four 
financial groups operating nine invest- 
ment trusts, account for over $520,- 
000,000 of the billion-odd investment, 
shows how the estimates may be 
narrowed down. 

As in banking and industry, so also 
in investment trusts, large units and 
aggregations control. And just as 
more facts are available and more fre- 
quently available on General Motors 
and Steel than on a hundred lesser 
companies, so also, in the main, is it 
true of the larger investment trusts. 
But, whereas Motors and Steel grew 
large from small beginnings and con- 
solidations, certain investment trusts 
have grown large almost overnight 
from the large ideas of their found- 
ers, and while it would be idle to say 
that consolidations will not take place 
and perhaps form larger unit control 
than exists at present, so far such 
combinations have been few and 
small. Possibly a period of harder 
times in the financial markets of the 
world will tell a different story 

$ 

Perhaps the most surprising thing 
about the present period of develop- 
ment of investment trusts has been 
the small degree to which they have 
utilized bonds or notes in their financ- 
ing. In this they have been at con- 
siderable variance with their English 


and Scottish prototypes. It has been 
the more surprising because we have 
been through a period of easy bond 
credit during which it has been possi- 
ble to issue debentures on a basis 
favorable to the company. Possibly 
the generally prevailing belief that we 
are in for a long period of declining 
interest rates has prompted the pol- 
icy of issuing a 6 per cent. or 7 per 
cent. preferred stock, convertible and 
callable, rather than a long-term 4% 
per cent. to 5% per cent. bond. Also 
the investment trust idea is new and 
as yet unproved in this country, and 
it has been necessary to offer greater 
inducements in the way of higher in- 
terest return in order to raise the 
capital. 

With the exception of a few trusts 
with foreign affiliations the great ma- 
jority of the investment trusts formed 
expect and state, or in their by-laws 
require, that by far the largest por- 
tion of their funds shall be invested 
in the United States. Many also have 
restrictions on the freedom of their 
purchasing power, with limitations as 
to the book value of stocks and bonds 
to be purchased, age, history and 
character of the company, ete. 

Just how some of them can expect 
to pay 7 per cent. for money to invest 
in 5 per cent. stocks and bonds and 
profit from the transaction is not 
plain, unless they are counting on 
much more than a normal expecta- 
tion in trading profits. The policy of 
paying more for capital than many of 
the companies whose equities they 
purchase is directly at variance with 
the best British practice.

charges include bond interest, pre- 
ferred dividends, amortization and re- 
serves, as required by the charters, 
by-laws or regulations of the various 
companies, and do not in any instance 
include estimates for expenses and 
taxes which will average at least an- 
other 1 per cent. There is also given 
for comparison the average percent- 
age of fixed charges for ten British 
trusts taken from latest available 
data. The table follows:

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Expressed in a somewhat different 
way this means that the Financial 
Investing Co. needs only to invest its 
funds to yield 2.84 per cent. to pay its 
entire bond interest and discount (it 
has no preferred stock), all further re- 
turns, after expenses and taxes, accrue 
to the common stock; whereas the 
International Securities Corp. must 
invest its funds to return 5.75 per 
cent. in order to pay bond interest 
and discount, preferred dividends and 
reserves before any profits can accrue 
to the common stock. 

How much American investment 
trusts may earn over a period com- 
prising both fat and lean years is yet

When was the company incorporated, and what is the capi- 
talization and general outlook? Are the gold notes a sound 
investment and the shares a good purchase in their class?

No, the notes as well as the shares are speculative and 
the company itself admits this by placing so high an inter- 
est rate on the issue. Neither notes nor stock should be 
bought at this stage by a conservative investor. The com- 
pany was incorporated under the laws of Ontario in May 
of the present year, with a capitalization consisting of 
$100,000 in gold notes and 300,000 shares of capital stock 
of $1 par value, and took over the business formerly oper- 
ated by M. O. Morse Limited, which had its headquarters 
at Galt, Ontario. The General Calcium Corporation Lim- 
ited is said to control some fifty acres of pure calcium car- 
bonate deposit, situated about one and a quarter miles from 
the Hamilton-Guelph branch of the C.P.R. railway, about 
fifteen miles north of Hamilton. 

It is claimed that the company has in excess of 5,000,- 
000 tons on its property, and that the calcium carbonate 
obtainable shows a uniform high grade quality of 97.16 per 
cent. pure calcium carbonate. The company manufactures 
various types of lime, as well as fertilizer, and for some 
time past has been producing a patented vermin killer. By 
means of the funds received from this financing, the com- 
pany proposes to further develop and extend the present 
property and plant and to increase production con- 
siderably. 

While a fair business seems to have been done in the 
past, it remains to be seen that enough new business can 
be profitably developed to provide an adequate return on 
the new capital invested, and until such time as this has 
been demonstrated the shares cannot be regarded as other 
than exceedingly speculative.

For example, whereas 
there was a deficit on operations in 1926 of $84,119, the 
deficit for 1927 was but $6,309. In a report to shareholders 
sent out under date of August Ist, 1928, the claim is made 
that operations for the first six months of this year showed 
a very appreciable improvement in’ comparison with the 
same period of last year. This may be so, but it is obvious 
that the company has a long way to go before it can 
possibly get on to a really profitable basis. 

No dividends have yet been paid and it appears 
unlikely that the company will be able to 
pay any for quite some time to come. In the report of 
August lst referred to, the company itself says frankly:

While the long-term outlook for Steel of Canada is 
favorable, a purchaser of its preferred stock must take 
into consideration the fact that at current quotations of 
around 205 the immediate yield is fractionally under 4 per 
cent.. and that he must look to the participating feature 
to afford him a reasonable return on his investment 

As you are no doubt aware, the company recently an 
nounced a four-for-one split in both its preferred and com 
mon stocks, together with an increase of 1 per cent. in the 
dividend rate. As a result of this, the $6,496,500 of $100 
par value 7 per cent. cumulative preference stock will be- 
come 259,852 shares of $25 per value, and the $11,500,000 
of $100 par value common stock will become 460,000 no par 
value shares. The next quarterly dividend will be 50c. a 
share on both stocks, which is equal to $8 a share on the 
present stock. This is an advance of $1 over the old rates 
on both common and preferred., 

The announcement of a split-up by Steel of Canada came

The company had a bonded indebtedness of $5,633,726 
which was being rapidly reduced through the operation of 
the sinking fund. At the present time the company is 
planning a development programme which will call for 
the expenditure of between six and seven million dollars, 
the funds being all available in the company's investment 
account. The company has pursued a generous policy with 
regard to dividends in the past with regard to proportion 
of earnings.

Can you tell me if the Dominion Loose Leaf Company, 
Limited, is still in business? I am a holder of the 8 per cent. 
preferred shares but have heard nothing of the company 
for a long time.

The company is still in business and the situation in 
regard to it does not seem to be wholly unfavorable. The 
company’s head office is located on Isabella Street, Ottawa, 
and branch offices are maintained in Toronto and Mont- 
real. It appears that after making good progress for two 
or three years, the company suffered a severe decline in 
business and earnings, in common with other companies 
in its line of business, when the general business depres- 
sion occurred a few years ago, and has had difficulty in 
working itself into a better position. However, it appears 
that in every year but one during that period the company 
has at least been able to break even and maintain a rea- 
sonably satisfactory balance sheet position. 

During the past year or two its business has improved 
and last year, I am informed, it made a little money. The 
company has reduced its bank loans to around $15,000 
and its assets position appears to be reasonably sound at 
the present time. There are now, of course, substantial 
arrearages of dividends on the preferred stock and I 
imagine that some time or other, possibly next year, the 
company will endeavor to come to some arrangements 
with the preferred stockholders and perhaps undertake 
some plan of recapitalization. Presumably the company 
would then resume dividend payments. There is little, if 
any, market for the stock at the present time and about 
the only thing the preferred stockholders can do is hold 
on in the hope that the company will continue its progress 
towards a stronger position.

The weakness of recent quota- 
tions for shares in WRIGHT-HARGREAVES may be attri- 
buted to money and market conditions rather than to the 
state of affairs at the mine. Recovery per ton has shown a 
small increase during recent months, and although minerali- 
zation is not as consistent as might be desired, yet there is 
every reasonable prospect of the mine having a long life 
of moderate prosperity at least.

PANY LIMITED is an important public utility enterprise 
with excellent future prospects, and its bonds have good 
investment value. 

C. H., Toronto, Ont. The percentage of nickel to copper 
in the ore of MOND NICKEL MINES is undergoing a change 
as a consequence of development of the Frood Extension. 
While the output heretofore appears to have been about two 
pounds of nickel to one of copper, it is interesting that the 
exploration so far done on Frood Extension has indicated a 
much larger percentage of copper than of nickel. 

T. W., Vankleek Hill, Ont. WRIGHT-HARGREAVES 
and LAKE SHORE are attractive for a hold, while among 
the more speculative issues HOWEY GOLD appears to have 
a promising outlook. 

A. J., Winnipeg, Man. The report by J. Houston, en- 
gineer, covers the situation pretty well at the Kingfisher. The 
gold occurs in narrow veins and mineralization is a little 
erratic. The close presence of granite is considered unfavor- 
able by some observers, while others express no fear, Having 
in mind the large amount of work previously undertaken on 
similar veins of narrow width, and coupled with the past 
history of that part of central Manitoba, I would regard the 
shares of Kingfisher as highly speculative and uncertain. 
With your original share in KINGFISHER MINING & DE- 
VELOPMENT exchanged for KINGFISHER GOLD MINES, 
LTD., you would as a shareholder of a limited company not 
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be liable for debts, ete. The company is capitalized at 3,000,- 
000 shares, but my records do not show how many of these 
are transferable for original stock or units. You could find 
this out at the office of Mackenzie, Campbell & Driscoll, Win- 
nipeg. 

W. L. R., Toronto, Ont. 'The general outlook for REO 
MOTORS continues to be encouraging and the common stock 
possesses attraction, in my opinion, as a purchase for a hold. 

W. G. G., Uxbridge, Ont. The CONSOLIDATED COPPER 
COMPANY of Parry Sound holds property in the townships 
of Foley, Cowper, Hagerman, and McDougall. The company 
may still be legally in existence, but to the best of my know- 
ledge no work has been done on its property for many years 
and the shares appear to have no present market value of 
any kind. 

W. J., Estevan, Man. With the details now on hand it 
is possible to classify WARNER LAKE MINES, LTD., as a 
prospect of questionable value. The claims appear to be in 
a raw state, and while there are prospects of something ulti- 
mately being found, yet it is well to keep in mind the many 
many thousands of raw claims on which failure will attend 
efforts for each one that turns out well. Warner Lake is un- 
certain as to value of its property and appears also to be 
uncertain as to having sufficient capital with which to carry 
on work on such scale as is usually required in efforts to 
develop mines. 


H. S. D., Grand Falls, N. B. You are right in figuring 
the return on your ROYAL BANK shares on the basis of 
current quotations rather than the price at which you 
bought, but even though this is small, I would not be inclin- 
ed to advise selling in view of the excellent long-term pros- 
pects for this stock. The Royal Bank is in a very sound posi- 
tion, enjoys excellent management, has made fine progress 
in recent years and has excellent prospects for further 
growth, All indications point to the next ten years 
or so being a period of great business expansion in Canada 
generally and the Royal Bank can hardly fail to progress 
as Canada itself progresses. 

E. W. C., Kitchener, Ont. Things have not been going 
very well on properties in Montbray township, following the 
failure of Nipissing to develop important extensions of the 
early discoveries on the Robb Montbray property. The MONT- 
BRAY BOUNDARY SYNDICATE is a prospect of question- 
able value. 

A. T., Verdun, Ont. Although BRAZILIAN TRACTION 
is around 71 and it is obvious that investors are discounting 
the early possibilities pretty thoroughly, the long-term pros- 
pects for the company are such that I consider the stock 
an excellent purchase for anyone who is willing to put up 
with a very small return for the present and pin his hopes 
on the likelihood of appreciation in value in the years to 
come.

Old Subscriber, Hamilton, Ont. CANUSA, although repre- 
senting one of the older properties in the Porcupine district, 
is still in the prospect stage. Leaseholders produced a little 
gold, but only in a very small way. The property appears to 
warrant some further exploration, but the outcome must be 
regarded as uncertain. Financing should be done by those 
who can afford to take a chance.

Do you advise insuring with The In- 
dividual Underwriters of New York, 
who have an office in the Southam 
Building, Montreal? 

A frank expression of opinion would 
be greatly appreciated,

As the Dominion license of the In- 
dividual Underwriters was not re- 
newed this year, I do not advise en- 
tering into an _ inter-insurance con- 
tract with this reciprocal. The Do- 
minion Government is holding the de- 
posit of the exchange as security for 
policies issued or renewed in Canada 
prior to the expiry of its license on 
March 31st, 1928, but it should be 
understood that policies taken or re- 
newed by Canadians since that date 
have not the protection of the gov- 
ernment deposit. 

It may be pointed out that this for- 
eign reciprocal is licensed by the On- 
tario Insurance Department. But I 
am of opinion that to permit the op- 
eration of foreign reciprocal ex- 
changes in Canada, without the pro- 
tection of a government deposit for 
Canadian policyholders, is unsafe. 

In dealing with foreign insurance or 
inter-insurance organizations, I ad- 
vise confining your transactions to 
those that are regularly licensed to 
do business here and maintain a de- 
posit with the government for the pro- 
tection of Canadian policyholders. Ex- 
perience has shown the wisdom of 
this course.

Is it possibie for a person winding up 
an estate to get a policy from an in- 
surance company to cover payment of 
Succession Duties to the Provincial 
Government? 

—M. L., Hamilton, Ont. 

What is called a Succession Duty 
Bond may be obtained from an insur- 
ance company transacting guarantee 
insurance. This bond guarantees the 
payment to the Provincial Govern- 
ment of the amount due under the 
Succession Duties Act. In applying 
for one of these bonds, it is usually 
necessary to furnish a copy of the 
will of the deceased, if one was left, 
and also an inventory of the estate. 
Where there are complications under 
the will, such as life interests, which 
make the date upon which final pay- 
ment will be made difficult to deter- 
mine, there may be trouble in secur- 
ing such a bond.

Editor, Concerninz Insurance: 

Does any Canadian company issue à 
non-cancellable Accident and Sickness 
poliey which remains in force for life 
if premiums are paid regularly? Or is 
there a policy available which cannot 
be cancelled for ten years or so?

No Canadian company that I know 
of issues a non-cancellable accident 
and sickness policy which remains in 
force for life or for as long as ten 
years. The Fidelity Insurance Co. of 
Canada, I understand, issues a disa- 
bility income policy, covering accident 
and sickness disability, which has a 
non-cancellable clause under which 
the policy cannot be cancelled for a 
three-year period provided the prem- 
iums are paid. This policy provides 
for a medical examination of the pol- 
icyholder at the time the policy is 
taken out, and then cannot be can- 
celled by the company for three years 
thereafter.

Would you kindly inform me by letter 
your opinion regarding Commonwealth 
Life Insurance shares. I have been 
approached regarding this stock but so 
far have declined. 

The agent is quoting $35.00 per share 
in a trade for some property Do you 
consider this a safe stock to have and 
would you kindly zive me any informa- 
tion which you might have regarding 
same and oblige. 

G. E., Shelburne, Ont. 

Except for a very long hold, I 
would not advise purchase of shares 
of the Commonwealth Life and Acci- 
dent Insurance Co. of Hamilton, Ont., 
on account of the high premium asked 
in relation to the paid-up value. 

The shares are of the par value of 
$100 and are being sold at $125 per 
share, with a payment down of $35 
per share, $10 being on stock and $25 
being premium on stock, so that when 
you have paid $35 you have one share 
of the par value of $100 paid up to 
the extent of $10, leaving a liability 
to further call of $90. As it is not 
anticipated that a further call will 
be made, you are paying at the rate 
of 350 per cent. for the paid-up value 
of the stock. 

When dividends are eventually paid, 
they will be paid on the $10 per share 
paid up on the stock, and not on the 
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$35 per share, the amount of your 


investment per share, and the rate of 
dividend you would have to receive on 
the $10 to give you a satisfactory re- 
turn on the $35 is something which is 
out of the question for many years 
to come in my opinion. 

As the company is making steady 
progress and is safe to insure with, 
there is good reason to believe that 
in time the stock will be well worth 
the price now asked and that those 
who buy now and are content to hold 
for a more or less lengthy period will 
eventually be suitably repaid.

Will you kindly give me your opinion 
on The Trans-Canada Insurance Com- 
pany, of Montreal, giving as full infor- 
mation as possible about the company 
and its progress. 

Also whether you would advise pur- 
chase of the stock of the company as 
an investment at present. 

D. W., Weston, Ont. 

Trans-Canada Insurance Company, 
of Montreal, is a new company, hav- 
ing commenced business on April 3rd, 
1928. It operates under a Dominion 
charter, and is regularly licensed to 
transact throughout Canada the busi- 
ness of fire, automobile, limited ex- 
plosion, plate glass, sprinkler leakage 


and tornado insurance. It has a de- 


posit of $95,000 in Dominion of Cana- 
da Bonds, with the Government at Ot- 
tawa for the protection of policy- 
holders. It is under the management 
of P. J. Perrin, an experienced under- 
writer, and its prospects of making a 
success in the insurance business are 
bright, in my opinion. 

I do not, however, advise invest- 
ment in the stock of a new insurance 
company by anyone who is looking 
for an early return on his money, as 
it takes a number of years under the 
most capable management to success- 
fully establish the company and place 
it in a position to pay dividends at 
all, and many more before the divi- 
dend paid will represent a satisfac- 
tory return on the amount of the in- 
vestment, when the stock is sold at 
a high premium in the first place. 

The stock of the Trans-Canada is 
being sold, I understand, at a prem- 
ium of $50 a share, that is, at $150 
for a share of the par value of $100, 
with a payment down of $60, $10 be- 
ing on stock and $50 being premium 
on stock. When dividends are paid, 
they will be paid on the $10 per share 
paid up on the stock, and not on the 
$60, the cost per share to the investor, 
and the dividend you would have to 
receive on the $10 to give a satisfac- 
tory return on the $60 is something 
which could not be expected under 
the most favorable circumstances for 
many years to come, in my opinion.

Will you please give me information 
re the Royal Union Life Insurance Com- 
pany, of Des Moines, Iowa? As to fin- 
ancial standing, rates, ete 

Insured while residing in the U. S. A. 
Would the beneficiaries have any 
trouble collecting in Canada?

Royal Union Life Insurance Co. of 
Des Moines, Iowa, was organized jin 
1917, and has a paid-up capital of 
$250,000. It operates on the legal re- 
serve plan, and maintains its reserves 
on a 314% basis. It is accordingly fur- 
nishing safe insurance, and if you in- 
sured with it while residing in the 
United States, I would advise you to 
continue the insurance, though when 
taking out additional insurance it 
would be advisable to take it with a 
company licensed in this country. 
Under the circumstances in your case, 
the beneficiaries should have no diffi- 
culty in collecting in Canada the pro- 
ceeds of the policy should it become 
a claim. 

Total admitted assets of the Royal 
Union Life at the end of 1927 were 
$25,226,297, and it shows a surplus 
over all liabilities, including reserves 
and paid-up capital of $453,970. It had 
insurance in foree of $141,178,497, as 
compared with $142,419,945 at the end 
of the previous year, so its business

Double Taxation and Trade 


Imports on Companies and Securities by Two Governments 
Constitutes Serious Barrier to Business—Problem 
Attacked by International Committee 
By LEONARD J. REID, 


Assistant Editor of The Economist, London. 


N EXPERT committee of inde- 

pendent business men is attempt- 
ing at Geneva to unravel a problem 
which for some years has been very 
seriously exercising the minds of the 
trading and financial communities of 
many countries. That is the problem 
of what is known as “Double Taxa- 
tion." It is a most intricate problem 
with many complex ramifications, but 
in its simplest terms and in its main 
aspects it is easy to understand. The 
two simplest illustrations are the fol. 
lowing:— 

(1) A firm does business not merely 
in the country where its headquarters 
are located but also through branches 
or agents in other countries. Fre- 
quently the firm is called upon to pay 
tax in both countries, not only on its 
earnings in each country, but on its 
total profits. 

(2) A man domiciled in one coun- 
try holds securities of a Government 
or company in another country, and 
finds that tax is deducted at the 
source in the country of origin and 
then that he is mulcted again in his 
country of residence. 

It needs but little imagination to 
yıcture the thousand and one irrita- 
tions and complications that arise in 
these days when trade and finance are 
becoming constantly more interna- 
tional in scope. “Double taxation,” in- 
deed, has come to be recognized as a 
serious obstacle to international trade. 
It is a “trade barrier” formidable 
enough to rank with those other trade 
barriers, tariffs, restrictions, prohibi- 
tions, etc., with which the World Eco- 
nomic Conference was concerned. So 
it is all to the good, and none too soon, 
that an independent and experienced 
committee is now endeavouring, under 
the aegis of the Economic Committee 
of the League of Nations, to hammer 
out a solution that may be acceptable 
to the principal governments of the 
world. 

It is only since the great war that 
the problem has assumed formidable 
proportions. Before the war it exist- 
ed; but in those happy times taxation 
was so comparatively low that the 
hardship was not severe enough to 
arouse the business world to action. To- 
day taxation is everywhere high, and 
to pay two sets of high taxes on one 
profit or one dividend is often an 
onerous, even a crippling burden. And, 
by a strange irony, the very circum- 
stances which have multiplied the in- 
justice conspire to make it far more 
difficult to remove; for governments 
are now So needy, so constantly 
obliged to scrape the last possible 


development of productive and re- 
munerative business, and damming up 
some of the channels for the interna- 
tional flow of capital. As the economic 
and financial interdependence of na- 
tions becomes greater and more clear- 
ly recognized, so this problem becomes 
the more urgent and the more formid- 
able. It is to be hoped that the experts

scale it is probable that never before 
in history has the stock-buying pub- 
lie been invited to participate in a 
new development in which it had so 
little chance of losing and such a good 
chance of making money as at the 
offering prices of investment trusts 
securities. It is true that investment 
trusts have become the medium of a 
promotion era which has rarely been 
surpassed in our history. It is also 
true that the investment trust does 
not create wealth, it merely aggre- 
gates to itself capital which would 
ordinarily seek investment anyhow, 
at least to a very large extent. But 
that same capital, instead of being 
dissipated in a thousand schemes, 
nine-tenths of which would fail in less 
than five years, is now concentrated, 
much of it in control of the keenest 
financia! minds in Wall Street. It is 
dicected almost exclusively into sub- 
stantial interest-bearing securities of 
the leading governments and compan- 
ies in every part of the world and 
is constantiy being invested, changed 
and reinvested where the opportuni- 

ties seem greatest. 

It may be possible to look back to 
the present period from some vantage 
point twenty years in the future and 
say with truth that the investment 
trust promotion era yielded the high- 
est percentage of return to its ori- 
ginal investors and the greatest pro- 
portion of successes of any promotion 
era in history up to this time. And 
it may even prove true that some of 
the investment trusts of today will 
return to their sponsors no less spec- 
tacular profits than General Motors 
has returned to its original investors. 

This is not by any means to be con- 
strued as advice to buy investment 
trust securities—it is merely a well 
considered statement of possibilities. 
Some investment trust common stocks 
have risen and risen during the past 
eighteen months until they have sold 
at prices most fantastic. Not long 
ago a large advertisement appeared 
headed: “Bank Stocks Selling for 
Fifty Times Earnings.” That is con- 


servative. Investment trust stocks 
havé sold for eighty times earnings.

in the matter of management costs 
the methods of determining adequate 
remuneration are as diverse as the 
operation of the trusts. Some few 
bave a fixed charge for management. 
Some a percentage, frequently % of 
1 per cent., of resources. With some 
there is no charge at all, the man- 
ugers counting on the increased value 
and eventual dividends on bonus stock 
to recompense them. Still other trusts 
pay a percentage of net, in at least 
two cases 20 per cent., to the man- 
In these cases if they are for- 
tunate enough to earn 10 per cent. on 
the capital invested there will be left 
oniy 8 per cent. for dividends and sur-

of operators prominent in the bull 
market of the past two years has 
probably possessed more money and 
undoubtedly utilized far more credit 
than all the investment trusts in ex- 
istence today can be expected to 
direct into any one channel 

What seems much more probable is 
that there will be a great shifting of 
investments by the various trusts 
when and if they consider that bar 
gains have appeared or are about to 
appear in any particular market

Motor Car Promoters at it Again 


(Continued from page 34) 
tures. During 1912 he was dealing in 
Edmonton real estate. In April, 1915, 
he commenced a picture framing busi- 
ness by buying the bankrupt stock of 
G. R. Graves in that city. He oper- 
ated under the title of De Hart Art 
Company, but made an assignment on 
August 31, 1926, when the financial 
statement revealed assets of $2,800, as 
against $6,800 in liabilities. On Sep- 
tember 11th, 1926, he tried again as 
the De Hart Company, Limited, but 
was unsuccessful, and discontinued on 
July 15, 1927. It was then that Mr. 
De Hart tried his luck as an insur- 
ance agent, so there is not much en- 
couragement in this record for pros- 
pective Triumph shareholders. 

The name of Dick Riedel, of Cado- 
gan, appears to have been used rather 
prominently as a director,—no doubt 
due to the fact that he is a man of 
good standing in the country. His 
original enthusiasm later appeared to 
subside. Mr. Riedel is credited with 
having made some interesting observa- 
tions, dealing with a personal visit to 
Edmonton in August, when it was in- 
timated to him that the promoters 
had taken over Derby Motors, and 
were changing it to the Whitney 
Motors, — later changed to the 
Triumph. He claims that  Messrs. 
Michaud and Williams told him that 
Mr. Hamilton had had fourteen years’ 
experience with General Motors in 
building cars, and was still working 
for that company,—but was on leave. 
He says Mr. Hamilton, as an expert, 
spoke highly of the proposed two- 
cylinder car and intimated that if he 
had $35,000 on hand he could have the 
car on the market in ninety days. He 
estimated a clear profit of $90.00 on 
each car, and would be able to make 
thirty cars per day. 

On the strength of this information 
Mr. Riedel states that he paid $250 in 
cash, and promised the promoters 
$750 more when they reached his home 
town of Cadogan. A few days later 
Messrs. De Hart and Michaud met 
him there, and he gave them a cheque 
for $750, receiving a receipt for 150 
shares. At this time he was requested 
to take them through the country to 
see some farmers. Mr. Riedel is 
credited with having stated that Mr. 
Michaud suggested Mr. De Hart had 
resigned his position as manager of a 
life insurance company, in order to 
come over to the Triumph Motors. 

Mr. Riedel claims that the promoters 
were quite willing to have him share 
in the profits, in exchange for his in- 
fluential co-operation. For every share 
they sold in his district they reduced 
the cost of his stock by one-third, 
which finally reduced the total amount 
he had to pay to $540 for $1,000 worth 
of shares. 

Mr. Riedel states that when in Ed- 
monton, Michaud promised him one 
hundred and fifty shares for $1,000. 
Later when in Cadogan, Michaud prom- 
ised eight hundred and forty shares. 


. Riedel then got suspicious and went 


to see an Edmonton lawyer. That 
would be about August 13th. Mr. 
Riedel says he did not want to be a 
director of the company, but they put 
him on the board. He later wrote 
them that he would not accept the 
honor. 


Other farmers appear to have been 
sold stock, on the promise of being 
made directors, providing they put in 
suffieient money to make it worth 
while. 


About the middle of August a Cado- 
gan man was approached by Mr. 
Michaud, with the object of taking 
stock in the Triumph Motor Works. 
He says they intimated that the fac- 
tory was already stocked with most of 
the machinery, and they were ready 
to go ahead. He even understood 
them to say that they were then turn- 
ing out car parts, and was led to be- 
lieve that they would be a going con- 
cern this Fall and have cars on the 
market. They assured him that there 
would be $100 profit on every car they 
turned out, and backed this up by 
claiming that they had an engineer 
from the General Motors, who was as- 
suming a prominent role. He says he 
understood that the company had al- 
ready been formed. He credited Mr. 
Michaud with having judged that the 
two-cylinder would be “a nice little 
ear for a rich man to run to his office 
with, and leave his big car at home.” 

Another man in the Cadogan dis- 
trict refers to a visit by Messrs. 
Michaud and De Hart, which is rather 
interesting. They seem to have been 
accompanied by Mr. Riedel. It was 
intimated, he said, that they had $20,- 
000, and needed $15.000 more. He was 
led to betieve that Mr. Riedel was then 
one of the directors, and Mr. Michaud 
promised that if he put in $1,000 he 
could become a director as soon as the 
first meeting was held. 


Having confidence in Mr. Riedel he 
asked him if he was absolutely satis- 
fied that it was a good thing, and was 
prepared to take his word for it. Mr. 
Riedel appears to have assured him 
along that line, for he finally confesses 
to putting in $1,000, on the basis of 
$400 in cash, and a ninety-day note for 
$600. Mr. Michaud intimated they 


would be producing within ninety 
days. Mr. Hamilton’s name was again 
used, he says, in connection with this 
sale, when it was pointed out that he 
had been with the General Motors 
as chief engineer of the factory for 
fourteen years. 

Another man in Cadogan confirms 
the above statements. When Messrs. 
Michaud and De Hart were introduced 
by Mr. Riedel, they claimed to have 
$20,000 on hand and needed $15,000 
more. He did not want to put in any 
money, but on the strength of Mr. 
Riedel’s reputed connection he put in 
$676 in cash, and received a receipt 
for one hundred shares. He says 
Michaud intimated that they had a 
building already to start making cars, 
and that they would be on the market 
within ninety days. This was in 
August. 'The engine was to be a two- 
cylinder, and was to be made in Ed- 
monton. If he would put in more 
money they would be pleased to make 
him a director, but that did not appeal 
to him. 

This man appears to have been im- 
pressed with the statement credited 
to Mr. Michaud that Mr. De Hart was 
a wealthy man in Edmonton and had 
been in business there for years, re- 
cently resigning his position as man- 
ager of a life insurance company in 
order to join the Triumph Motor 
Works. They were to turn out thirty 
cars per day and intimated that while 
shares were selling at $6.75 at that 
time (about the middle of August, be- 
fore they had a charter) the value 
would be $10.00 by the next month; 
by the following month the quotations 
would be $15.00, and, after that, 
$25.00 per share. In other words, the 
promised value of shares would jump 


within four months from $6.75 to $25. 

There is another rather interesting 
angle of the Derby-Triumph combina- 
tion. According to our information 
Messrs. Michaud and Williams, former 
stock salesmen for the Derby Motor 
Company, have offered Derby share- 
holders an amount of stock in the new 
company equal to that which they held 
in the Derby. Mr. Michaud is credit- 
ed with suggesting that this is being 
done simply for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the investment of these people, 
and not because of any connection be- 
tween the Triumph Company and the 
Derby Company. There surely must 
have been a joker attached to that 
offer. 

The motor about which there has 
been so much talk by the promoters 
is owned by the Andrews Motor Com- 
pany of Alberta, Limited,—at least, 
that is the firm name under which 
they were making application for let- 
ters patent under the Dominion Com- 
panies Act about August first.

There may be merit in the Andrews 
engine, for certain defined purposes, 
but even that would have to first 
stand the acid test of a prolonged prac- 
tical demonstration. gut, granting 
that it is everything the inventors 
claim, such would by no means insure 
the success of Triumph Motor’s two- 
cylinder car. 

The financial standing and former 
business record of the Triumph pro- 
moters, so far as we can gather, does 
not justify confidence necessary to 
warrant the public taking chances 
with their money on doubtful stock 
of this nature.
